for delivery, permit me to state that the 
Letter Bills 8 and covering such 
mail are made out by the Official of the 
Despatching Exchange Office (W. A. Cooper), 
San Francisco, California. These letter 
bills were directed as follows: one to the 
French Post Office, Chefoo; one to the 
French Post Office, Tientsin, and one to the 
French Post Office, Peking. These letter 
bills cover all mail matter coming from 
America directed to points in North China. 
This Office has complied with instructions 
contained in these letter bills by turning 
over this mail to the French Post Office 
for disposition. As a matter of fact, 

one lot of mail so addressed was delivered 
directly to the French Post Office here in 


Shanghai by the Shipping Company without 
entering our office and without our knowl- 
edge. We are at loss to understand from 
whence emanated this order. 1 ” ° 
From this it appears that an order had not been sent 
to the Shanghai Postal Agemcy as I had understood (when 
sending my telegram), but that the despatch agent in San 
Francisco had directed the letter bills to the French 
Post Office without notifying our local Postal Authori- 
ties of this change of system. | 
On February 27th the French Minister sent word to 
the effect that the last two American mails for Worth 
China had been tranamitted to the local French Post Of- 
fice for distribution; that the French Post Office would 
be very glad to assist in any way in handling our mails, 
but that so far no intimation of this new arrangement 
had been received from Paris; that it would necessitate an 
increase in the staff of the local agencies; and that 
steps must be taken to ascertain the exact addresses of 
the Americans residing in these provinces, which would be 
done readily if our Government desired it. In the mean- 


time, the Chinese Post Office had kindly consented to 
5 deliver 


deliver these mails for them. It was on receipt of this 
that I telegraphed to Shanghai, with the results shown 


above. 
I have the honor to submit that the conditions which 
have obtained with regard to our mail service to North 


China during the last year or more have been most unsatis- 
factory. In the first place, there was the misleading 
nctice which gave rise to the belief that all letters 
sent through the Shanghai Postal Agency could be prepaid 
at American local rates. Since that notice was issued 
no mail has come to this Legation which did not include 
letters on which any sum from six cents to fifty or more 
was due. These have been paid for, as a rule, ont of 
our own pockets, as we would not refuse to receive mail 
directed to Americans in care of the Legation. Then 
there was the order that mails for Manchuria should be 
sent via Siberia, which left our people in Newchwang for 
months without receiving anything, and which was still in 
force long after the Japanese had taken possession of 
that city; whereas, throughout the period in question, the 
mail service between Tientsin and Newchwang was not in- 
terrupted for a single day. 

In the pouch which reached this Legation on February 
28th there were letters from Washington dated January 
Sth, which represents a tremendous waste of time. This 
was partly due to the experiments with the French Post 
Office referred to above, but mainly to the fact that the 
whole system is wrong, as far as Peking and Tientsin are 
concerned. The official mail, as now arranged, must pass 


through Shanghai. It is sent from home on steamers, some 
, : of 


of which go to Shanghai and others of which proceed from 
Nagasaki to Manila, in which case the mail has to be trans- 
shipped at the former port. It must again be transship- 
ped at Shanghai for Tientsin or Chinmwangtac, according to 
the season of the year, which occasions a further loss of 
time. 

The Japanese Government are now sending mails at very 
frequent intervals, I am told, at least three times a week, 
between Moji and Dalny, whence here is a regular service 
of connecting trains to Tientsin and Peking; consequently, 
if we could arrange to have our mail landed at Yokohama 
and sent by rail te Moji, thence across by the new route, 
it would result in a saving of time, as far as Tientsin 
and Peking are concerned, of over a week, and at Newchwang 
of over ten days. 

I respectfully suggest that these considerations 
dé brought to the attention of the Post Office Department.

In reply to Instruction No. 864 of December 7, 1904, 
with regard to certain parcels of land held by Mr. H. G. 
Squiers in the Legation quarter in Peking, I have the hon- 


or to report as follows: . 


First: As concerns the strip bought by Mr. Squiers 
in 1898, on which he built a school house for his chil- 
dren, I recommend that it be acquired at the sum he paid 
for it (Kung-fa Taels 1,848.70). The land ‘owned by the 
United States between this strip and the road along the 
canal, forming the corner of Legation Street and Canal 
Street, is in one of the most valuable situations in Pe- 


king. It is practically unused as far south as the south- 
ern boundary of Mr: Squiers' Canal-Street lot, where the 


houses begin which form the present temporary quarters of 


the Legation. This gorner piece, which might be set 


apart without injury to the remaining property, is now too 
small, and I consider that by the purchase of the Squiers 
land in question it will be benefited to a greater degree 
than is represented by the price paid. It must also be 
considered that if this land is sold for other purposes 
it 


— 


it might easily have a detrimental effect on the value of 
the Government property adjoining it. On general princi- 
ples, also, it is not desirable that small parcels of land 
should be owned by private persons in the Legation quarter, 
for it complicates the already difficult question of fram- 
ing general rules for the government and maintenance of the 
district. 


econ ; I enclose a careful report from Mr. Wil- 
jiams, camplying, as far as is possible under the circun- 
stances existing here, with the requirements of the Depart- 
ment as to a survey and description by metes and bounds of 
the parcels of land in question, with a plan taken from 
the official map of the diplomatic quarter. I also en- 
close the dee referred to in $l.and §2. 

As the Chinese Government ceded all the Chinese-owned 
land in the Legation quarter to the foreign legations, I 
take it that the only uncertainty with respect to owner~ 
ship which might arise from Wertes deeds would be as 
to whether the land belonged to Mr. Squiers or the Ameri- 
can Government. There can be no danger of further com- 
plications. 

I recommend that the deed be retained in Washington.

Referring to Legation Despatch No. 1609 of May 17, 
1904, with regard to the — by China herself of 
Chinanfu, the capital of Shantung, to foreign trade, I 
have the honor to enclose a copy of a note from the Tor- 
eign Office announcing the conditions governing the cre- 
ation and regulation of the new port. 

The point of chief interest is, that the city of 
Chinanfu is not to be opened itself; consequently, mer- 
chandise from the port to the city must be shipped with 


a transit pass or pay the native customs, octroi and likin 


dues. The question of the payment of such dues on goods 
passing from the foreign settlement to the walled town 
has never been clearly decided in some of the ports open- 
ed by treaties, as shown in my No. 1833 of March 9th with 
regard to Nanking. 

Another point to be noted is, that the establishment 
of custom houses is tempérarily postponed with a view to 
encourage trade.

It appears from the records that my Board, after con- 
sultation, agreed with the Superintendent of Trade for the 
North, and the Governor of Shantung to submit a memorial 
to the Throne, praying that a commercial port might be 
opened by China herself outside the walls of Chi-nan Fu 
in Shantung with branches at Wei Hsien and Chou Ts'un. 
Concerning this matter my Board sent a despatch to your 
Legation on the 3d of the Fourth Moon, XXX Year of Kuang- 
hsfi (May 17, 1904), as your files will show. 

These being porte opened by China herself, the Regu- 
lations for their opening and management ought to be de- 
termined by the Viceroy and Governor concerned, and I 
have just received the Regulations in ine Articles which 
the Superintendent of Trade for the North and the Governor 
of Shantung have submitted in memorial and which have been 
approved. It is clearly stated moreover in the original 
memorial that on the first opening of the ports the matter 
of chief importance is to encourage people to locate there, 
and that it is proposed therefore to postpone temporarily 
the establishment of custom houses. |

REGULATIONS FOR THE NEWLY-OPRNED TREATY PORTS I 
SHANTUNG 


I. Boundaries. Boundaries must be laid out for 
the commercial port outside of Chinanfu, in order to dis- 


tinguish this place from the "interior", The following 
bound&ries are proposed:- From "Shih-wu-tien" (situated 


southeast of the Chiao-chou and Chinan Railway, west of 
the city), west 10 Pei-ta-huai-shu, south to the Ch'ang- 
ch'ing Road, and north as far as the railway. From east 
to west this boundary line will be a little less than five 
1i (about a mile and a half) and from north to south about 
two 11 (about 2/3 of a mile). Thus there will be in all 
some four thousand mou of land which will comprise the 
port for both Chinese and foreign trade, Countries hav- 
ing treaties with China will be permitted to establish 
and maintain here commercial officers; and commercial 
citizens cf the various foreign nations may dome and go, 
and may rent land, and open up shops, and may reside and 
carry on business the same as Chinese merchants, All 
outside the boundaries of this commercial port, both in- 
side and outside the city wall, and all places in the vi- 
cinity shall be considered as still being under the regu- 
lations for "interior" districts’, according to which 
foreign merchants must not rent or least houses or open 


up hongs or shops in such places. 


II. Renting of land. All public and private 
land inside the limits of the port as laid down herein, 


must be surveyed 
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surveyed and laid out in divisions, and prices mst be 
determined upon for the different lote. Private houses 

| and lands which are to be used must first be bought by 
the officials, and then rented out to Chinese or foreign 
merchants. This is to prevent coercion and the holding 4 
of property till the market price has gone up. Procla~ 
mations must also be issued preventing landowners and 
fenters from making any private transactions (in land), 


but if anyone contemplates renting a certain piece of land, 
he must go first to the Board of Public Works and register 
his application, then any troubles will be avoided by act- 
ing upon applications according to priority. (More de- 
tailed regulations as to the renting of land will be drawn 
up later). 


111. Officials, The port once opened, a great 


number of people should locate there, and Chinese and 
foreign intercourse of all kinds will necessarily be very 
great. It will be necessary then to have special officers 
to have control of these matters. It is * to ap- 
point the Taot'ai of the Chi-Tung~T'ai-Wu-Lin circuit, 
being near, as Superintendent. : 


There are three classes of matters which must be : 
dealt with at the new port. First, the Board of Public | 
Works must take special charge of the improvement of the 
roads, the erection of public buildings and building of 
all kinds. Second, the Board of Police must look out 
for the policing of the streets and the investigating of 
cases of smuggling, etc. (Detailed regulations will be 
decided upon later.) Third, the Judicial Bureau must 
take charge of all matters of litigation, Chinese and for- 
eign. The Tabt ai of the Chi~Tung-T'ai-Wu-Lin circuit 


must 
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must appoint deputies to manage the various different af- 
fairs, but if the affairs in the port become multitudi- 
nous, another officjal with large experience in interna- 
tional matters can be appointed to assist him, or, the 
Superintendent of Trade for the North and the Governor of 
Shantunmg can consult together and appoint a foreigner to 
assist in the management of affairs. 


V. Duties and taxes. Chinanfu being a distinctly 


inland port, differs from the various other ports, where~ 


fore the matter of customs regulations will be left until 
we can look into the conditions of the case and then in 
due time decide how to deal with then. The necessary ex- 
penses for the streets, the police, street-11ght ing and 
sweeping, must be raised by the Chinese officials. After 
taking into consideration the circumstances, licenses 
shall be collected in due order from houses, shops, and 
large and small vehicles, in accordance with rules similar 
to those generally in use at the other ports, and this 
tax, when made, shall be paid by Chinese and foreign 


merchants alike. 
VI. Dene, When the new port is opened all 


kinds of business will increase greatly, and there will be 
two principal uses for which funds will be necessary, 


First, the expenses connected with opening up the place, 
buying up the land, for instance, and the expense of pub- 


lic work, - which will amount to a very large sum, Sec- 
ond, the annual expenses of the port, the salaries and 
expenses of the officials, the wages and provisions for 
messengers and police, and the miscellaneous expenses,

VII. Prohibitions. It will not be permitted to 
erect straw houses within the limits of the port, nor to 
store there any powder or dynamite. None but soldiers 
may carry knives, and it is forbidden to do anything which 
might injure the general health, Offenders will be dealt 
with according to the laws of their own country. In cases 
where dynamite etc., is needed for use in works of some 
kind, permission may be obtained from the officials to in- 
port it, but it cannot be stored up for any length of 
time. 

VIII. Mails, telegraphs, etc. When the new port 
is opened, news must be efficaciously despatched, The 


mail, telegraph, and telephone service shall be under the 
control of the Chinese, who will establish the systems 
also, and draw up restrictions preventing the establish- 
ment of the same by others. 


IX. Branch Ports. As the memorial calls for the 


opening of Wei-hsien and Chou Ts un as branch ports, these 
places will be opened up under regulations similar to 
those for the port outside of Chinanfu. 


The above nine articles constitute only the main out- 
line; more detailed regulations must be drawn up for the 
carrying out of the main rules. Moreover, additional 
regulations may be added at any time when the circumstances 
of the place or conditions not previously met may demand 
it.

78 of February Sth of Mr. Gracey, 
Vice Consul in Charge at Nanking, in which he advocates 
the transformation of that Consulate into a sort of diplo- 
matic agency and the utilization of the missions as organ- 
ized sources of political information. Thie seems to me 
undesirable, and I wrote to him to this effect. (Enclo- 


sure 1.) 
He has since forwarded, with the request that if ap- 


proved I should recommend them to the Department, certain 
blanks (Enclosures 2 and 3) to be filled in by mission- 
aries giving details of the location and value of the 
mission property occupied by them, and indicating their 
means of communication with the nearest treaty ports, with 
other data of importance in case of anti-foreign movements. 
These forms are to be filed at the nearest Consulate 
and copies forwarded to the Naval authorities on this 
station. I think that the idea is a sound one, as the 
information made available in this way might prove very 
useful in an emergency.

Wt reference to the second part of the letter, 
which really should have been embodied in a separate des- 
patch, I venture to offer the following considerations: 
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Though many reforms may originate in Nanking, none can be 

effective until they have obtained the sanction of Peking. 

, The post of Viceroy there is doubtless of great importance 
from a commercial point of view, and is naturally much 
coveted on that account. Li~hung~-chang served in the 
capacity of Governor temporarily in 1862, but could not be 
appointed permanently owing to the Chinese practice, re~ 
cently somewhat abrogated, that a man should not rule as 
Vieeroy over the province of which he is a native. 411 
important legislation relating to commerce, as well as 
all other matters, must in the first instance come from 
Peking. In fact, most of it originates here, though it 
is often based on memorials from the Viceroys and, es~ 
pecially of late, from the Superintendent of Trade for 

the North. 
"Diplomatic information of commercial importance" 

is a phrase the meaning of which I do not fully grasp. 

The purport of your despatch is, that it is desirable that 

our Government should establish a minor diplomatic agency 

in Nanking under the guise of a Consulate, and that Ameri~- 

can missionaries should be used as political agents to 

furnish information through the medium of printed forms 

for the benefit of our Government. I do not conceive

and, while information on local political conditions may 
be gratefully accepted from them, or even required if it 
is deemed necessary for their protection, I do not think 


that we should go any further. It may be added that 
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Though many reforms may originate in Nanking, none can be 
effective until they have obtained the sanction of Peking. 
The post of Viceroy there is doubtless of great importance 
from a commercial point of view, and is naturally much 
coveted on that account. Li-hung-cheng served in the 
capacity of Governor temporarily in 1862, but could not be 
appointed permanently owing to the Chinese practice, re~ 
cently somewhat abrogated, that a man should not rule as 
Viceroy over the province of which he is a native. 411 
important legislation relating to commerce, as well as 

all other matters, must in the first instance come from 
Peking. In fact, most of it originates here, though it 


is often based on memorials from the Viceroys and, es~ 
pecially of late, from the Superintendent of Trade for 
the North, 

"Diplomatic information of commercial importance" 
is a phrase the meaning of which I do not fully grasp. 
The purport of your despatch is, that it is desirable that 
our Government should establish a minor diplomatic agency 
in Banking under the guise of a Consulate, and that Ameri-~ 
can missionaries should be used as political agents to 
furnish information through the medium of printed forms 
for the benefit of our Government. I do not conceive 
that these views will meet with approval at headquarters, 
nor am I personally inclined to favor them; for, whatever 
may be the practice of other nations, the fact remains 
that our missionaries are granted special privileges 


by treaty for purely religious and beneficent purposes; 
and, while information on local political conditions may 
be gratefully accepted from them, or even required if it 
is deemed necessary for their protection, I do not think 
that we should go any further. It may be added that 
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the fact that they were sending regular reports to the 
Government would immediately be known and would naturally 
cause a sense of irritation, which would greatly increase 
the difficulties to be surmounted in their legitimate work, 
as even now the majority of the Chinese doubt their single- 
ness of purpose. It is also possible that, being placed 
in the position of minor political agents, they might be 
tempted to assume an authority in the settlement of local 
questions which is not in accordance with the views or 
interests of our Goverment. 

To sum up: I cannot agree with you in this matter. 
Though your experience has been long extended in the prov- 
inces, I do not think that you quite realize the nature 
of the work that is carried on by the diplomatic repre- 
sentatives at Peking, which must be transacted with the 
responsible rulers of the country and not with local Vice~ 
roys, no matter how important they may be in their respect~- 
ive districts, 

It is a part of the duty of the Consul at Nanking 
to keep the Legation informed of all questions of politi- 
cal importance, besides attending to commercial interests 
which, as you say, are of no great moment; but I am not 
convinced of the necessity or advantage of transforming 
the Consulate into the anomalous position of a sub~legation 
with ill-defined powers and responsibilites.

1. The location of the Foreign Settlement at B ap- 
pears to be in accordance with the arrangement made at the 
time the port was opened. While not definitely settled, 
this is the propos reported by the Commissioner of Cus- 
toms in Returns for 1899 -- vide his map. It agrees also 
with the provisions of the Wharfage Rules submitted to this 
Legation August 15, 1904, which state that the taxes col- 
lected are to be used for extending and repairing roads 
in the district west of the Hui Min Bridge; i.e. B-- vide 
Wharfage Regulations, 4. The ground is rather low, but 
with drainage and filling it will make an excellent loca- 
tion. 

2. As to the location of railway station, the rail- 
way authorities are better judges of suitability than the 
Viceroys, and point 1 is much nearer the river and the 
foreign settlement than point 2. If located at point 2 
it will still be four miles from the heart of the native 
business quarter, and some three miles from the proposed 
foreign settlement, and about same distance to river at 
the nearest point. That point 1 is low, is a small objec~ 
tion, as the railway will be able to fill easily and raise 
the line above flood mark. It would seem to be possible 
and advisable to extend the line to some point still near- 
er the settlement and have the station more conveniently 
located°for residents in foreign settlement and for trans- 
shipment to steamers, Why not have two or three sta- 
tions? They are sure to be needed and the railway authort 
ties will doubtless do so in their own interest, 
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3. There can be no doubt that when provision was 
made in the early treaties for the opening of ports and 
cities in China to foreign residence and trade,it was the 
intention of the Foreign Powers to have the walled cities 
opened. The provision as to Nanking is found in French 
Treaty of 1858, Art. VI and VII. When the Yangtze Regu- 
lations were revised in 1898 (vide the same) provision was 
made for the opening of Nanking. In the despatch to this 
Legation announcing the fact, it is stated that it was to 
be opened in accordance with treaty provisions. 

The question has come up before, however, and much 
correspondence relating to the limite of port of Foochow 
will be found in the consular correspondence for 1897. 
As yet, I have been unable to discover that the question 
has been definitely settled.

Main Agreement, Page 16, Paragraph 12; "All materials 
or apparatus for the construction or operation of the | 
railway herein provided for shall enter the Chinese Empire 0 
free of duty an a manner similar to that adopted in the 
case of the Imperial Railways North." 

Supplemental Agreement, Page 60, Article 14: "All 
materials of any kind that are required for the construc- 
tion or operation of the main line or branch lines, and the 
adjunct business thereof, whether imported from abroad 
or from the Provinces to the location of the works shall 
(rolling the precedent of the Northern Railway) be ex- 
empted from Customs duties and Likin,’ The Bonds of this 
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Loan, together with their coupons, debentures, and the in- 
come of the Railway, shall be free from imposts of any 
kind by the Government of China. 

I think that these two paragraphs of the Contract are 
sufficiently clear on the subject of duties to show that tk 
Company is not obliged to pay any duties on coal for the 
Operating Department. In the same line is a paragraph 
in Article 12 of the Supplemental Agreement which shows 
that the imposition of such duties is not onlydetrimental 
to the interests of the American Stockholders, but to the 
Chinese Government. Page 58, Article 12: "The yearly 
income of the Railway shall be subject to a deduction of 
all working expenses, cost of maintaining and preparing 
the Railway, the renovation or replenishment of engines 
and rolling stock, and all expenditures connected with 
the business of the Railway, and subject to the payment 


of the interest on the Bonds at five per cent per annum, 
(and of interest at six per cent per annum on the cost of 


land provided by the Chinese Administration, or provided 


by an advance of the American Company): whatever is left 


of the gross income is to be considered as net profits, 
of which one-fifth is to be given for division pro rata 
among the holders of the American Debentures.

It is stated in this despatch 
that our interpretation of the treaty must be based upon 
some obscurity in the Chinese text, and that as to the ref- 
erence to the Northern Railway, that is obviously in the 
nature of an illustration, not of a limitation, ) It is 
so stated that in all railways the cost of coal falls 
under the head of operating expenses, and that the conten- 
tion of the Chinese Government that coal is not a material 
for the operation of a railway must be based won some 
misapprehension as to the meaning of Article 14 of the sup- 
plemental agreement; for that reason I was requested to 
again consider this matter and send instructions to the 
competent authorities as requested in the former despatch. 

I now have the honor to state that Article 14 of the 
Supplemental Agreement reads as follows:-

"All materials of any kind that are 
required for the construction and operation 
of the Main line or branch lines, and the 
adjunct business thereof, whether imported

' Hankow Railway, and whether or not they should pay duty, 
we must of course take the method employed in the case of 
the Northern Railway as the standard. The coal from the 
K'ai-p'ing mines used by the Northern Railway, pays duty, 
according to regulations, at the mouth of the mine, The 
coal used by the Canton-Hankow Railway should, therefore, 
pay duty, by the same rule as is employed in the case of 
the Northern Railway, and the collection of this duty by 
the Customs is not contrary to the terms of the Agreement.

I have the honor to inform you that vessels now ar- 


riving at Tongku, Chefoo and other places very frequent- 


ly report the presence of floating mines in the ordinary 
highways of commerce between the northern ports and Shang- 
hai. In a few cases these have been exploded by shoot- 
ing at them, but in the great majority this has not been 
possible. Fortunately no serious mishaps have so far 
resulted from this source of danger; but, to avoid risk, 
traveling at night has been abandoned in certain locali- 


ties, and in consequence much time is lost. 

It seems to me to be in every way desirable that 
some effort be made to destroy as many as possible of 
these mines floating on the high seas; and I venture to 
suggest that if one or two small naval vessels could be 
detailed for this purpose, the danger to them would not 
be serious, whereas the benefit resulting might be very 
great. I am told that British torpedo boats from Wei- 
hai-wei have done some work of this kind. The need is a 
pressing one, and I do not see that the question of sus- 
ceptibilities would be involved. This, however, could 
easily be ascertained.

During the progress of the Russo-Japanese war I have 
not attempted to report military movements or incidents, 
except as they have affected directly and immediately Chi- 
nese or American interests here, because the reports of 
press correspondents in the field and those officially 
sent out from Tokyo always reach Washington as soon as, 
or sooner than, Peking and are much more comprehensive. 

The despatches from St. Petersburg today, if they 
may be relied upon, indicate strongly a trend toward an 
effort for peace negotiations. It is certainly to be 
hoped that this is true. 

In recent conversations with Prince Ch'ing and the 
Viceroy, Yuan Shih-kai, they have both expressed a strong 
degire -- and, in fact, are expecting -- that the United 
States will take an important part in the final adjust- 
ment and, with the other friendly neutral Powers, see to 


it that China is not unnecessarily despoiled in the terms 
of settlement. I replied in substance that the United 


States Government could in the future, as in the past, 
be relied upon to do whatever as a friend to China, she 
might properly and legally to secure her fair treatment, 
save her people from spofiiation, and to protect the 
1 an international 


international rights which she, together with other Powers, 
had acquired in the Empire. 


: 


If peace negotiations shall begin soon, the time is 
most opportune, and her position and influence are suf- 
ficiently potent, for the United States to take a most 
effective, if not the leading, part in the approaching 
drama; and I am sure, from many incidental remarks made 
in frequent confidential conferences with my colleagues, 
that the important European Powers are expecting this. 

Had the other Powers in 1901 and 1902 -- as it has 
always seemed to me they ought to have done -- demanded 
of Russia the fulfilment of all her promises, made nomi- 
nally to China, but actually to all the Powers, Manchuria 
would have been handed back to the Chinese then and, prob- 
ably, the terrible war averted. 

The public international good makes it now incumbent 
upon the same Great Powers to see to it that in the set- 
tlement some sort of international guarantee should be 
provided which will so fix the rights not only of the 
Japanese and Russians in Manchuria, but of all others, and, 
by its terms, prevent a recurrence of another like strug- 
gle in the near future. 

The Manchurian Railway is Russian property, and if, 
as seems probable now, the Japanese shall name the terms 
of peace, the ownership of the railway will pass to the 
Japanese. If it were possible in the adjustment to in- 
duce or require Japan to transfer this railway to the Chi- 
nese Government under some international guarantee of pay- 
ment and protection, a most formidable barrier, impassable

In parting with Mr. Nealy, whose difficult duties 
in a part I have shared, I wish to record my testimony 
as to his unusual ability, his indefatigable industry, 
and eminent fitness for doing the first high-grade con- 
struction work ever done in China. He has, with great 
labor and annoyance to himself, insisted upon the same 


sort of work which is done on public buildings at home, 


With incompetent Chinese workmen, using the crudest tools, 
he has succeeded admirably. This, with bringing most 
of the expensive material from home, has made the cost of 
the buildings much more than was calculated and has great- 
ly delayed their completions but is going to give us, not 
the largest and showiest, but incomparably the best Lega- 
tion buildings in Peking. Without just such a man as 
Mr. Healy this could never have been accomplished, and 
too much praise cannot be accorded hin.

reply, saying that whoever should, in the future, repre- 
sent the United States at this capital, the attitude of 
my Government toward China would not be changed; but its 
amicable policy would be as carefully and cordially carried 
out dy ay successor as I have tried to carry it out myself.

She then, on behalf of both Their Imperial Majesties, 
offered me the decoration of The Order of the Double Drag- 
on, Third Class of the First Grade (this is the one given 
to Ministers of State and Ambassadors; a painting, which 
she said she herself had painted expressly for me, and 
four rolls of silk from the Imperial looms, asking me to 
accept them in testimony of Their Majesties high apprecia- 


tion of many important services rendered to China, as an 
evidence of their personal friendship and esteem, and as 
a souvenir of my long residence in China. 

Thanking Their Majesties for this mark of their dis- | 
tinguished consideration, I replied that I could not ac- | 
cept them without first securing permission from Congress, “7 
but that I would receive and immediately transit them to 
Washington, requesting the necessary permission to accept 
them.

Before closing my long and interesting service at 
this post, I desire to record an expression of my high 
regard for the several members of the Legation staff, and 
my sincere appreciation of the loyal and valuable service 
they have each and all rendered in this difficult and in- 


portant work, 


Mr. Coolidge, Secretary of Legation, is a man of 
unusual attainments; always industrious, careful, of ex- 
cellent judgment, rare tact, and, during my absence, con- 
ducted affairs most satisfactorily and successfully. 

Captain Brewster, Military Attache, is a splendid

I have the honor to report that on April ist I was 
left in charge of the American Legation in Peking in the 
capacity of charge d'affaires ad interim. 

Mr. Conger returned to Peking on the 17th ultimo 
and immediately entered on the duties of the Decanate 
though, by an arrangement with the German Minister, the 
archives were not transferred. 

In the short time at his disposal he did a tremen- 
dous amount of work, entertaining and calling on the 
high Chinese officials and the members of the Diplomatic 
Corps, and putting the affairs of the Legation in order 
for his successor. 

On the morning of the lst of April he was received 
with his staff by the Emperor and Empress Dowager at an 
informal farewell audience; and, after leaving the hall 
when refreshments were served in the usual way, Prince 
Ch'ing spoke warmly of the services which he had rendered, 
and of the good relations existing between our Governments, 


and begged that he would continue to be as good a friend 
to China in the future as he had shown himself to be in 


the past. 
On returning to the Legation, Mr. Conger took the 
cath as Ambassador to Mexico, turning over the Decanate 
to 


to the German Minister and the charge of American inter- 


ests in China to me. 
He left at seven o'clock on the morning of the 4th, 


by the Peking-Hankow Railway. There was a great gather- 
ing at the station to bid him farewell, including many of 
the highest Chinese officials, and representatives of all 


the important Legations headed by the Doyen. The Ameri- 
can colony in Peking -- that is to say, the missionaries -- 
were there in full numbers; and their regret is very genu- 
ine, for he has always been a staunch supporter of their 
interests, and, by his friendly intercourse with then, 

has won a strong hold on their affections, which was 
shared by Mrs. Conger. 

With Mr. Conger the last of the old order passes 
away; for though his senior, the Austrian Minister (now 
at home on leave), may perhaps return, he was not in 
China during the troubles, and has never been a very 
prominent figure in international politics. 

Mr. Conger has made a permanent record in the history 
of the foreign relations of China; and, to sum up the 
situation as it appears to my best judgment, during the 
‘latter days, whereas other representatives exerted pressure, 
he carried weight; and I conceive that this is the ideal, 
the attainment of which is most in accordance with the 
principles of our Government and the instincts of our 
people.

I have the honor to report that on Friday, April 7th, 
a solemn requiem mass was celebrated for the repose of the 
soul of the late Mgr. Favier, Bishop of Pentacomia, and 
Vicar Apostolic of Peking and North Ch'ih-1i. The Chi- 
nese Government was represented on this occasion by high 
officials of the Foreign Office, and all of the leading 
members of the Diplomatic Corps were present. 

The French Legation assumed entire charge of the 
ceremony; and the Minister, in uniform, was accompanied 
by a large staff of secretaries, attachés and officers. 
The Legation Guard was also in attendance on duty. 

The French Government has been for many years recog- 
nized as the protector of the Catholic Missions in China, 


with the exception of the German establishments which were 


quite recently withdrawn from its care. 

Having in view the recent events in France, this 
action of the French Minister looks like an informal an- 
nouncement that the French Government, whatever it does 
at home, intends to continue the official control of the 
Catholic Missions in China. This certainly is not done 
solely in the interests of the Catholic religion. 

Mgr. Favier was a very notable figure for many years 


and held a preeminent position among the leaders of the 
church 


church in China. The example of his cheerful and in- 
spiriting courage throughout the heroic defense of the 
Peh-tang in 1900 will never be lost. For more than two 
years he has been broken in health and death came as a

"Shéngyun is hereby transferred to the Viceroyship of the

The Shen-Kan Provinces are Shensi and Kansuh, but since 
the organization of Chinese Turkestan into a province it 
aleo is included in the jurisdiction of the Shen-Kan 
Viceroy. 

The Min-Ché Provinees are Fukien and Chekiang, the 
Viceroy residing at Foochow. 

The rise of Shéngyun, the new Viceroy of the north- 
west provinces, has been very rapid. In 1899 he was but a 
Tao-t'ai, the Grain Taot'ai of Shensi, and in May 1900, 
just before the outbreak of the "Boxer" troubles, he was 
made Provincial Judge of Shansi. He was holding this 
position When the Imperial Court passed through that prov- 
ince band ite flight from Peking to Hsian Fu. H. I. M. the 
bros Dowager, was so grateful for the protection and 
assistance given by Sheng that she has steadily advanced 
him since that time from one post of honor and profit to 
another, in most cases not even waiting for him to take 
up the duties of his new post before promoting him. In 
September 1900 he was made Treasurer of Kansu, in October 
of the same year, Treasurer of Shanesi; in April 1901 
Treasurer of Shensi, in the same month Acting Governor of 
Shensi, and in June of the same year Governor of that 


province, 
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province. 
On the 15th of December last he was transferred by 


Edist to the more important Governorship of Kiangsi. But 
he did not go to his post, for a few days later, January 
10th, 1905, we find him gazetted as Military Governor of 
Ch'ahar, a division of Mongolia with Capital at Kalgan. 
Neither did he take up this post. He seems to have come 
straight to Peking from Hsian, and is still in this city, 
On February 24th last an Edict appeared, appointing him 
to the important and responsible post of Viceroy of the 
Min-Che Provinces vice Wei Kuang-tao removed, Now after 
a little more than a month we find him still in Peking 
and transferred to the Viceroyship of Shensi, Kansuh and 
the New Dominion, with his Capital at Lanchou in Kansuh, 

Whether or not this is to be taken as a bona fide 
transfer remains te be seen, There are some very good 
reascns fcr sending him to the northewest instead of to 
the seacoast. He is a Mongol. In the literary ei- 
nations he never secured anything beyond a Licentiate'’s 
degree, and he would probably have more success in dealing 
with the Mongol tribes than with the Furopean residents 
of the ports. 

_ Possibly the fear of Russian encroachment in Chinese 
Turkestan prompts to the appointment of a Viceroy who, 
being himself a Mongol, may be regarded as able to hold 
the Mongols true to China. 

Sung-fan, the Viceroy of the Shen-kan, now transfer- 
red to Foochow, is a man of mich more experience. He is 
a Manchu, and a Provincial Graduate. As early as 1879 
he was Salt Commissioner of Szechuen, a very important 
and lucrative post, the manufacture of salt from the brine 
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wells of that province being one of the chief industries 
of Szechuen. In 1885 he was made Provincial Judge of 
Hunan, and in 1886 Treasurer of Szechuen. In 1891 he was 
Governor of Kueichou, in 1895 Governor of Tünnan. In 
that same year he became Viceroy of the Ytin-Kuei Provin- 
ces, and in December 1900 was transferred to the Shen-Kan 
Viceroyalty.

These men, who may be classed as camp-followers, came 
to the Legation and stated that they were naturalized 
Americans with passports from the Department of State;

and that at the time of the debacle there they had lost 


all their possessions, including jewelry, naturalization 


certificates and passports. They further averred that 
since that time their property had been found, and that 
it was their desire to go to Harbin to recover it. They 


offered to pay the expense of a telegram to the Department 
to 


to establish the fact that they were entitled to protec- 
tion, and gave money ($14 in gold) for this purpose. In 
view of the result, it appears probable that this was paid 
in the hope that the money would remain with us and pass- 
ports be issued without further investigation.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt on the 
15th of the Third Moon of this Year (April 19, 1905) of 
Your Exceellency's despatch, stating that you had received 
from the Department of State a copy of a Pro Memoria, 
handed to the Department by the Russian Ambassador at 
Washington, and which called attention to the renewal of 
activity on the part of bands of Chinese in Mongolia, 
directed against the Russians, and repeated the intention 
of the Russian Government to restrict in future the thea- 
tre of military operations, provided the Powers interested 
would take steps to oblige China and Japan to renounce 
the idea of enlarging the sphere of military operations, 


and especially to avoid carefully carrying the war into 


the provinces east of Mongolia. Your RBxcellency said 
further that you felt it to be your duty to send a copy 
for my information. | 

_ Ae to this matter; at the beginning of hostilities 
between Japan and Russia my Board on the 27 of the Twelfth 
Moon of the XXIX Year of Kuangstin (Feb. 12, 1904) sent 
despatches to the various Powers, clearly stating that the 
region west of the Liao River, from which Russia had al- 
ready withdrawn her troops in accordance with treaty pro- 
visions, and Inner and Outer Mongolia would all be treated 
as within the area of neutrality, and that the belliger- 
ents must not encroach upon them, etc., all of which the 


records 
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records will show. 

As to Mongolia instructions have been sent repeatedly 
to the Colonial Office strictly enjoining upon it that no 
bandits should be allowed to pass out or come in. As to 
the theatre of war in the Manchurian provinces, both Rus- 
sia and Japan have enlisted bandits, and if a destruction 
of railway bridges is the result, it is in a region to 
which China's military forces may not penetrate, and it 
is difficult for us to show any partiality in our prohibi- 
tions. As a matter of course China can not be held res- 
ponsible,. 

The regiments of the forces of the Superintendent of 
Trade for the Worth (Yan Shih-k'ai) are all stationed in 
Chihli, and are strictly observing the (neutrality) regu- 
lations. Moreover they are far from the theatre of mili- 
tary operations, and how can it be said that they are 
giving any assistance. This is merely conjecture on the

part of Russia,/ and I trust that the Powers will not cred- 


it it. das to restricting the area of hostilities and 
thus lessening the injuries to be suffered by the inhabi- 


tants of the country, it is what China most desires. As 
to the matter of the belligerents not entering the region 
east er Mongolia, west of the Liao River, my Board, as o- 
casion | a ö offered, has uniformly forbidden it, and from 
fret to last has observed its obligations in this respect. 

Now that I have rege ved the copy of the Pro Memo ria 
which Your Excellency has sent, I take advantage of the 
occasion to make another clear statement and to thank your 
Department of State on behalf of myself and the Ministers 
of my Board for its kind concern.

The Council of State has submitted a memorial, report- 
ing the result of its deliberations upon the division of 
the province of Kiang~-su and the creation of Kiang~huai. 

The cutting off of Kiang-huai from the province of 
Kiang-su is found to produce serious difficulties in ad- 
ministration. It is hereby ordered that no division be 
made. The Governorship of Kiang~-huai is henceforth abol- 
ished. The Brigadier-Generalship of Huai-yang is changed 
into a Major-Generalship of Kiang~pei, as a measure to 
secure protection and preservation of order. As for the 
remainder of the memorial, its proposals are sanctioned, 
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NOTE; 7 


The province of Kiang-hiiai was created out of the 
northern portion of Kiang~-su by Edict of January 27, 1905, 
which was reported to the Department at that time. The 

: division 
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division of the province of Kiang~su was very unpopular 
with its inhabitants, multiplied offices uselessly, dis- 
turbed the political relations of Nanking, the Viceroy's 
capital, and threw the administration of the most impor- 
tant sea-board province into confusion, The reasons for 
dividing the province are hinted at in the close of the 
above Edict; protection from foreign foes, and suppression 
of rebellious societies, These ends, it is now thought, 
can be secured by raising the rank of the military com- 
mander of the district from that of Brigadier to Major 
General. The Major Generals as a rule are the commanders 
of the forces in a whole province. In this case the 
chief military authority in the district which comprised 


Kiang-huai has independent jurisdiction and can report 
directly to the Throne.

I immediately sent word to the Wai Wu Pu asking that 
the local officials be ordered to take prompt and effi- 
cient action. 

From telegrams receiwed, I know that Mr. Cloud with a 
Chinese escort went to Teungli and brought back Mr. Ken- 
nedy seriously wounded to the hospital in Hangchow, where 
it is expected that he will recover. 

The Chinese officials appear to be acting well. 

The mail reports have not yet been received.

I have the honor to report that His RBxcellency Mr. 
Paul Lessar, the Russian Minister in Peking, died on the 
morning of Friday, April 2lst. 

The funeral took place on the following day and the 
Diplomatic Corps, with the exception of the Japanese rep- 
resentative, attended, in uniform; and, with them, Prince 
Priedrich Leopold of Prussia, who is temporarily in Pe- 
king on his way to watch the war from the Russian side. 
Leading members of the Wai Wu Pu and other high Chinese 

officials were also present. 

Mr. Lessar has been very much out of health for the 
last three years; and recently an operation was found 
necessary, which resulted fatally. In spite of his bodi- 
ly weakness, he was wholly devoted to his work, which he 
continued to the end. 

A man of undoubted ability, ina very important posi- 
tion, he at first exerted a powerful influence over the 
Chinese Government. This was impaired when Alexeieff 
was sent to Manchuria and the Peking Legation was to a 
certain extent nade subordinate to him, and further weak- 


ened as a natural result of the continuous success of the

Japanese in the war. Mr. Lessar represented the de Witte 


policy rather than the military one which replaced it. 
Mr. Kozakow, the First Secretary of the Legation, is 
now charge a'Affaires, but it seems probable that a new 
appointment will be made without delay.

Sir: 

I have the honor to report that a few days ago I re- 
ceived a note from the German Minister enclosing a summons 
(el. No. 1) issued by a German court in Tsingtau against 
an American missionary resident in Chinanfu. He request- 
ed that I would have this summons served through our Con- 
sulate General at Chefoo and furnish him with proof of 
its service for his court. I acknowledged the note. In 
conversation he assured me that German consular officials 
performed offices of this kind for the authorities of 
other Powers in the treaty ports. 

The case is that of a German dentist who charges an 
American missionary with nonpayment of a bill of about 
fifteen dollars. I told the German Minister that it 
Was to be regretted that an action had not been brought 
in the usual way in the American Consular Court in Chefoo, 
where, if a judgment were obtained, it could be executed. 
After consideration I determined to accede to the request 
of the German Minister, to send the summons to Chefoo for 

beriet BOT sent it to the Consul General with an ex- 
planatory letter, and at the same time wrote to the Mis- 
Sionary Dodd (or Dott, as his name appears in the papers) 


as to his rights. I enclose copies of these letters and

The German Minister has forwarded to me the enclosed 
complaint and swamons in a certain case pending in the In- 
perial Court of Kiauchou wherein Albert Hahn, a dentist of 
Tsingtau is plaintiff and one Dott, a missionary of Tsinan- 
fu, is defendant, and requested that the same be served on 
Mr. Dott through the intermediary of the American Consul 
at Chefoo, He also asked for an official certificate of 
delivery of this document into the hands of Mr. Dott. I 
explained to him that the best course would have been to 
have instituted suit in the American Consular Court at 
Chefoo and that I was not sure that our Consul at Chefoo 
was in position to make the official certificate of ser- 


vice requested and spoke of the question of costs etc. 

He agreed that the best course would have been to have 
brought the suit in your court, but stated that the docu- 
ment had been forwarded to him with the above request and 
that a similar course to the one here requested had been 
followed in cases where citizens of other nationalities 


were defendants, the summons being transmitted for service 
through diplomatic channels. After making all reserva- 
tions, pending instructions from the Department, I agreed 
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to forward the document as requested. As you have per- 
haps mo means of serving the paper personally I would 
suggest a registered letter. 

The Legation has no record of any missionary by this 
name residing at Tsinanfu, but I presume Mr. Dodd is 
meant. I shall write to Mr. Dodd, informing him of the 
case and advising him also of his rights in the premises, 
in case he is the person meant to be named in the summons.

Imperial Edict issued in Response to 
@ Memorial of RH. B. vu T'ing-fang, Abol- 
ishing Cruel Forms of Punishment. 
Translated from Peking Gazette of Apr. 
24th. 1905. 


Wu T*ing-fang, Sh@ng Chia-pén, and others, having been 
appointed to revise the Criminal Code, have submitted a 
memorial, praying that first of all eertain severe forms 
of punishment may be modified. 

When OUR Dynasty first cane through the Great Wall, de- 
capitation was the severest form of punishment us od but 
in the reign of Shun-ehih (1644 - 1662,A.D.) when the laws 
were being revised, following the long-established practice 
of the Ming Dynasty, dismemberment and other severe forms 
of punishment were adopted, and, although these were intended 
to serve as warning to the criminal and the stupid, yet 
investigation shows that they are not in harmony with the 
original intention of the Imperial House to temper justice 
with merey. Now that the laws are being revised, WE de- 
cree that heneeforth the severest form of punishment for 


eapital offenees shall be immediate decapitation. The three

forms of dane e as ‘Dismemberment, Exposure of the 
Head, and ‘Beheading the Corpse, are hereby abolished forever. 
The sentences of "Dismemberment" and "Exposure of the Head" 
provided for in the present laws are hereby changed to In- 
mediate Deeapitation". Crimes to be punished by “Immediate 
Deeapitation" under the present laws shall be punished by 
eet ate Strangling"; those punished by "“Inmediate Strang-

size. shall show the faets to be as alleged. Sentences to 
"Decapitation after the Autumn 48812 % are changed to

and to have sentence carried out or commuted as the facets 
shall show. As to the provisions for the punishment of ac- 
eessories in crime, while punishment is still to be inflicted 
according to the cireumstanees of the case, such persons 
are entirely relieved from the penalty of "Branding", which 
is hereby abolished. 

In addition to the foregoing WE command the aforesaid 


Viee President (Wu T*ing-fang) and those associated with 


him to carefully consider what further changes and excisions 
may be necessary and without delay to suggest modifications, 
make seleetions (from other codes) and prepare a Code for 
the promulgation of which they shall ask an Miet And WE 
earnestly hope that their deliberations may result in the 
adjustment of the Law to present eonditions, the avoidance 
of extremes and the adoption of that whieh is mst suitable, 
thus fulfilling the purpose of the Court to instruct the 
people in their duties by making plain the system of pun- 
ishments.

WE received yesterday the memorial |

Shéng Chia-pén, recommending a modification of the Penal 

Cede and more considerate treatment of prisoners, praying 

that orders might be issued forbidding the use of torture K 

to seeure evidence, whieh involves innocent persons in trouble, 
and asking for a reform of the system of whipping with the 
light and neavy bamboo, praying also for an inspection of 
prisons and houses of detention, to whieh WE have already 
responded with an Miet granting the requests made, 

But although the very best laws may be enacted, they 
can not execute themselves. What is required is that all the 
officials, both high and low shall conseientiously diseharge 
their duties and exert themselves to get rid of evil praec- 
tices, so that to some extent we may have a just government 
and the settlement of litigation by elear and well defined 
prineiples, and thus get rid of long-standing abuses, 

WE constantly hear from the various provinees that the 
Department and District Magistrates either tyranniecally and 
following their own ecaprice employ torture in examination 
or get a lot of persons implicated in a ease and summon 
them to court, but do net make prompt investigation, allow- 
ing the yamen underlings to confuse the case so that they may 
illicitly profit by it, implicating (innocent) persons whom they 
detain and oppress in a hundred ways, all of whieh practices 
are most abominable. 

Now sinee WE have approved the Regulations submitted in 
the

the Memorial above-mentioned , let them be published abroad 
and let all observe them. WE repeat the announcement and 
warning that OUR desire is to show compassion upon all who 
are imprisoned, that justice shall be shown and the senti- 
ments of the people satisfied. Let all the Vieeroys and 
Governors concerned issue striet orders to their subordinates 
te conseientiously and with due regard to all the eireun- 
stanees exert themselves to carry this Ediet into effeet and 
from time to time to make eareful investigation. Should 

any be found Who while outwardly observing are secretly 
disobeying the Edict treading the old path of malpractice, 
let them be at onee impeached. There must be no shielding 

of them nor any attempt to save their faces. Let each be 
diligent in seeking the welfare of the people, and give earn-

NOTES: - 

1 That decapitation was the severest form of punishment 
known to the Manehus before their eonquest of China may 
well be doubted, but the fietion, if it be one, enables 
the present Government to shift a portion at least of the 
responsibility for the barbarous punishments in vogue to 
the shoulders of the Ming Emperors. 


2 The punishment whieh I have called "Dismemberment" is 
called “ling eh'ih", and sometimes translated death by 
slicing", Sometimes "lingering death". Originally the sen- 
tence required the dismemberment of the body by 24 cuts.As 
practiced to-day, it consists in tying the offender to a 
or stake, 
cross, and gradually slicing the body beyond all recogni- 
tion. AS Alabaster says (Notes and Commentaries on Chinese 
Criminal Law):-"It is not a lingering death, for it is all 
over in a few seconds, and the coup de grace is generally 
given the third eut. “ 
The purpose of such a sentence is not the torture of the 
criminal in this world, but to make his fate more horrible 
in the world to come. AS his body is unrecognizable here 
so his spirit will be unrecognizable in the lower world, 
unless the fragments of his body can be brought together 
again, This form of punishment has been reserved for such 


serious erimes as high treason, parricide, and the murder 


of a husband. 


3 The punishment referred to as "Exposure of the Head" is 
in full "Decapitation with Exposure of the Head", which is 
one degree more severe than simple decapitation. In the 
latter ease, the body is delivered to the relatives who 
are permitted to have the head sewn on so that the deceas- 
ed may not wander headless in theland of shades.

F "Beheading the Corpse“ refers to the practiee of carry- 
ing into exeeution the sentenee of decapitation even if the 
condemned shall have died in prison, Even in the ease of 
sentence to dismemberment, the eorpse of the erininal has 
heretofore been subjeeted to this greatest indignity, if 
death occurs while awaiting execution; and in at least one 
case,where the guilty man was killed by his brother, the 


body vas exhumed and eut to pieces. 


S "Strangling after the Autumn Assize" is a much lighter 
Sentence than"Immediate Strangulation", inasmuch as the 
postponement carries with it the right to revisien by the 
Board of Punishments in Peking, sueh revision being made at 
the Autumn 488120. AS a rule all death sentenees are sent 
to Peking for approval, but sometimes authority is given 
the local offieials to execute without waiting for such ap- 
proval, But, while other death sentences are referred to 
Peking for approval, the facts as reported are not called 
in question and the Court has merely to decide whether or 
not the sentence is in accordance with Law, In the ease 
under eonsideration, "Strangling after the Autumn Assize", 
the whole ease is reviewed and the aceused may have his 
Sentence commuted or may be pronouneed innocent and released, 
The various forms of capital punishment in the order of 
their severity are as follows;a) Di sueuberment, and Extine- 
tion of Family, »)Dismemberment, ¢) Decapitation and Expos- 
ure of the Head, 4) Simple Decapitation, e) Decapitation 
Subject to Revision at the Autumn Assize, f) Strangulation,

7 The unwritten constitution of China requires that some 
responsible Minister shall first submit in a memorial any 
legislation whieh it is desired to enaet. The Emperor is 
not expeeted to act upon His own initiative. In the pres- 
ent instanee the Commission for the revision of the Penal 
Code has been at work for about two years. It has reeently 
submitted three memorials praying for the reforms mentioned 
in these two iets and for others, which have also been 
granted, though the Gazette has not as yet announced the 
fact. Among the measures not yet mentioned is one requir- 
ing the provineial authorities to establish a school of law in 
each provinee in whieh candidates for civil offices must 
prepare themselves to pass a proper examination before ap- 
pointment, and another abolishing thepraetiee of punishing the 

as well as the criminal himself 
relatives of a criminal Tor his erime, as has been euston- 
ary in the ease of certain serious offences. This is a very 
radical change, as Chinese Law has heretofore proceeded up-

lt is the common practice in Chinese courts to examine 
the aeeused and sometimes the witnesses as well with the 
aid of torture. This is commonly by beating with the ban- 
boo, but sometimes by beating the face with the hand, or 
requiring the unfortunate prisoner to kneel on chains, at 
other times by suspending him by the thumbs, or breaking 
his legs with bars of iron. Many ingenious methods have 

been devised unknown to the Law. The abuse is a very ser- 


ious one, but is based upon the theory that the prisoner 


must acknowledge his guiit before he ean be punished.

Corporal punishment is not abolished by this Miet, but 
is to be modified. The Regulations whieh are yet to be 
published will show in what manner. 


% The word for prison“ in Chinese also means "hell", and 
is very appropriate. The law does not prescribe imprison- 
ment as a penalty, but aeéeused persons are confined in jail 
simply to await trial or the exeeution of the sentence im- 
pesed. Many languish for years without judgment being giv- 
en. This is a crying evil in eivil eases where a debtor is 
deprived of his liberty until some settlement can be foreed 
out of his relatives. The prisons are vile beyond deserip- 
tion, and the guards are harpies that fatten upon the rel- 
atives of the imprisoned, refusing food and every comfort, 
if they think that money ean be squeezed by so doing. Even 
witnesses are sometimes kept in the houses of detention un- 
til wanted, and suffer there great hardship and injustice. 
The inspeetion of the prisons therefore by authorized 
persons under definite regulations will do much to correct 


these evils and will sonstitute 4. great reforn.

According to a report received on the 18th April 


the landing of the officers and crew of the Russian War 
vessels now under detention at Shanghai had been stopped 
from the preceding day. The deficiency in the officers 
and crew, it is stated, is to be supplemented from those 


who are present there after release on parole at Port 
Arthur and every preparation is made for putting them to 
sea at any moment. 

It was also reported on the same day that in case 
the Russian vessels effect their escape from Shanghai 
they are to be guided down to Woosung by a Russian train- 
ing ship now at that port, thence to be piloted by Russian 
officers through a north passage which they had hitherto 
been carefully investigating for that purpose. 

On the 19th instant it was reported on a reliable 
authority that the Askold was obtaining on the 17th in- 
stant vent pieces, breechblocks, and other things from 
William Holliday, a British machinery agent. 

On the same day it was also reported from a reliable 
informant that the furnace of the Manjour had been vork- 
ing in full order after the midnight of the 16th instant 
and that there was also no smaller activity of the same 
sort on board the Asked, sounds of bers being heard 
throughout the same night.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of De- 
partment Instruction No, 871 of January 19th, with rela- 
tion to a claim of Mr. c. B. Perkins against the Chinese 
Government because native junks on the West River in chi- 
na, chartered by Bin, were constantly detained and com- 
pelled to pay taxes by the Chinese Officials. 

On receipt of the despatch, the papers forwarded by 
the Department were sent to the Consul General in Canton 
for investigation, and I enclose a copy of his report. 

The claim is mainly based upon the detention of one 
junk for carrying bamboo, which was not declared as provid- 
ed for by the regulations; and * is clear that the junks 
chartered by the Perkins Company did carry bamboo under 
these unlawful conditions, There may have been attempts 
at petty extortion, as is too frequently the case in this 
country; but the firm having put itself in the wrong, I 
do not consider that the claim for damages in ite present 
form is one that should be pressed by the American Gov- 


ernment,

said junks,

Dear Mr. McWade, 

Please excuse my troubling you. Mr. F. R. Clute of 
the Perkins Co, mentioned to me the day before yesterday 
in the course of incidental conversation on various points 
that the question of the delay of a chartered junk at the 
Wong Kong barrier in November last was being taken up. 

I do not know exactly what the claim is based, but the 
facts are that the boat was detained at Wong Kong because 
2,000 bamboos were carried besides the firewood. These 
had not been declared to us. The official in charge of 
the Wong Kong Barrier immediately on discovering the dis-~ 
crepancy reported to me, and I directed that the Bamboos 
should be confiscated which was ultimately done at Sam- 
shiu being resold to Messrs. Perkins. So soon as the Ban- 
boos had been discovered the boat people having a guilty 
conseience ran away: and thus the "detention" as I under~ 
Stand it has been termed, arose. The error of the ner- 
chant in this particular case was not a very bad one: 
there was no concealment (the reason why will be clear 
later): and such bamboos are cargo which serve the addi- 
tional purpose of lashings for firewood carried outside 
the boat, and also enable a boat to carry an immense deal 
more firewood on the top. They are simply extra cargo 
utilised for this additional purpose and so enabling the 
ingenious native to score both ways. Further, Barriers 
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have a right to ascertain the credentials of boats profes- 
ing to be chartered: in the case of charterage on the 
Yangtze River documents are left “open" so that they may 
see at once and I have instructed that such an arrangement 
is to be adopted on this river. The opening of the of- 
ficial cover, upon which I understand some stress has been 
laid is therefore very far from heinous! The sealing is 
done rather to prevent opening by the junk master and 
people. The Barrier was, of course, right in referring 

to me at once. 

But there are other points which are at the root of 
the whole matter, For what is a matter of common repute 
on this river among merchants, people, and officials 
alike mative and Foreign? Why that this trade is not 
bona fide, that the charterage is really bogus, that the 
purchase of the cargo when indeed it is purchased is shan, 
and that the whole trade is merely one of a Foreigner 
shielding a native against the Law of his country and 
lending his name for a consideration. One report is that 
the real owner (a Chinese) is at Fatshan or Kamchuk, 

A super cargo is sent to Temgshien to buy wood, and he ac~- 
companies the wood to its destination -- *kumchuk", The 
Junk master gets Tls.20 for each 10,000 catties, exclusive 
of likin etc, en route and Perkins receives $3 per 10,000 
catties and for that sells, * * 

+ + « « « $1 per day is the rate of demurrage, and it goes 
to the crew for food. What has happened here? -~ that 
time after time discrepancies varying from §0% to 150% 
have been discovered. In one case a junk was reported to 
us to have 880 pels, of wood. She actually had 1990 pels. 
and so on, etc. Sam Shui has had the same experiences, 
A bona fide purchaser of cargo, who is doing a bona fide 


business, 


ae ware, 
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business, would know pretty well what his boats contain 
unless indeed smuggling pure and simple is his object - 

or the ebject of the junk master under cover of the char~ 
tered flag. But the matter admits of little doubt; the 
charterers are so little interested in the cargo that they 
do not know how much the boat contains. All they are 
anxious about is to push the boats through, and justify 
their services, 

Such a thing, if I may so venture, is not good for 
the good mame of the United States. 

As for the trade itself, ome can only say that it 
would under the circumstances be little short of marvel- 
lous if it was to go smoothly, and if boats were to pass 
Barriers without premonitory suspicion. Messrs, Per- 
kins speak as though it was the detention at Wong Kong 
which has done injury to their “business", but it is their 
own irregularities which are at the root of the matter, 
The whole case looks indeed like as attempt to work up 
one on shaky foundations, I should state that Mr. Per- 
kins makes the amazing statement that the U. 8. Vice~Con~ 
sul General at Canton is commercially interested in the 


concerm., If it is true, and I have it on the best au- 
thority that gentleman must have been inveigled into it, 
and must have had the details of the business wrongly 


explained to hin. 4 

It is searcely to be wondered at I think, that trade 
on such lines should be a source of trouble to both your- 
self and us. 

With Mr. Clute and Mr. Perkins here, is Mr. Aitken. 
I am told the latter is retained merely as an interpreter, 


but I should be much surprieed if he had not attempted to 


pass 
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pass off his knowledge of Chinese and of Chinese matters, 
Mr. Clute has some legal knowledge, and has a lawyer's 
love of Cases but comes fresh to the subject of Treaty 
rights and obligations in China -~ and a little knowledge 
is dangerous! Mr. Perkins is plausible, He would do well 
to bring along his barge steamers, and trade as every one 
else does -~ under the West River Regulations, 

I need scarcely say that I write the above thus 


freely on my own initiative. I stand partisan for no 


one, and refer to the subject because by so doing I hope 
it may be possible to end a case which otherwise cannot 
but have disagreeable results, and also because I think 
it improper to stand by while discreditable work appears 
to be going on behind your back,

The capital of the Company was six thousand dollars, 
American currency, With this it practically cornered 
the output of firewood; and, by passing its boats through 
the Imperial Maritime Customs, deprived the likin officials 
of eighty thousand dollars a year. One boat was detained 


for not complying with the law, resulting in a delay of 
thirty days, for which a damage of 7000 taels (or $4900) 
is claimed. Total claim for damage 9500 taels (or $6850 
gold), which is more than the entire capital invested,

Returning here a few days ago from America, I called 
upon Mr. Lay U. 8. Consul General, at Canton, who informed 
me that he was preparing for your office all papers regard- 
ing the C. B. Perkins Co, damage suit. 

Mr. Lay in speaking of the case, sights the fact that 
we should furnish better proof why the excess cargo was 
found on our boats. In connection with this, I can only 


say, that we were the victims of circumstances owing to our 


lack of knowledge regarding the Chinese character, and 


were grocely imposed upon. 

Then it was a premeditated effort on the part of the 
Likin Officials to ruin our business, who employed every 
means to this end. They even hired the I.M.C. weighers 
at Wuchow to weigh our boats light, so when they arrived 
at Samshui they would show an excess of cargo when weighed 
there, . Copies of telegrams sent by the Wuchow weigher 
to the weigher at Samshui, will reveal this fact beyond 
any reasonable doubt. 

I put forth every effort to get evidence, but meeting 
with opposition on every turn, both by the Chinese offi- 
Cials, and my own Counterys representative I gave up in 
utter dispair. Now as Mr. Lay has taken the matter up 


he can only go by papers which were left in the office by 
his 
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predecessor. What I should liked to have seen, was a men- 


der of the Canton Consulate to go in person and investi- 
gate our business on the West river, for I am sure it would 
disprove the contention that we were trying to do business 
illegally. 

For my part I lost three thousand gold dollars, for 
which I worked hard for in the Philippines, and managed to 
save after five years, consequently I feel very much dis- 
heartened to think I could loose it without the slightest 
redress, while engaging in a perfectably legitimate busi- 
ness, that of shipping firewood through the I. M. C. of 
China, and paying the duty to that branch of the Chinese 
Government as required by law,

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of De- 
partment despatch No. 870 of January 7th, tranemitting 
a copy of a memorial in which Mrs, Louisa J. Doolittle 
claims indemnity for losses sustained by her as a result 
of the Boxer uprising in 1900. 

On receipt of the instruction, I wrote informally 
to Mr. Ragsdale to inquire as to the practice of the Con- 
3 mission on Indemities in determing what class of losses 
formed the subject of legitimate claims. A copy of his 
reply is enclosed, 

I also tried -- with very little success -- to obtain 
881 bearing on the amount of danger and hardship 


to which Mrs. Doolittle was exposed before reaching a 
place of safety. I enclose a letter on this subject to 
Mr, Williams, of the Legation, from which it appears that 


‘there was considerable cause for alarm during part of one 
day, and, though no mention is made of any difficulties 
encountered while on the boat, the journey to Hankow (last-~- 
ing about five days) must have been a time of great anxi- 
ety. Beyond that point there should have been no hard- 
ships of travel or nervous strain.

To sum up: | 

(1) I think that the claim for $321, for property 
destroyed, should be allowed in full, as there is no rea- 
son to question the integrity of the claimant. 

(2) As to the claim of $525 for extra expenses of 
living for six months in Japan, while in receipt of her 
salary, as before, the mount asked for seems to repre- 
sent more nearly her total disbursements than the differ- 


ence of cost of caring for the members of her household, 
etc., in Japan, as compared with the same sources of ex- 


pense at her station in China. Moreover, it is not made 
clear that part of this expense was not incurred in re- 
placing articles, the loss of which would be compensated 
if payment were made to her in full under the first head-

Doolittle could have been easily provided for 
by the Board of her Mission at some other place, the Gov- 
ernment should de called upon to pay her extra expenses 
until it was considered safe for her to return to the 
especial field in which she had been for a short time at 
work -- a period of almost a rs 1 of the it 
siom had gone back to the spot.

to earn her previous salary. If this contention is ad- 
mitted and she fails to recover her health, the Govern- 
ment will be liable for the salary which she is unable to 
earn for the rest of her life. 

In my opinion the claim, with the exception of the 
part referring to the loss sustained for the property 
actually destroyed, is a poor one. Mrs, Doolittle cer- 
tainly suffered a severe shock, but there is nothing to 
show that the increasing effects of this strain upon her 
system as time wore on were the sole cause of her broken 
health, which may probably, also, have been due to her 
advancing years. It is a case of hardship rather than 
of right, and, beyond compensation for the loss of her 
personal property and for the immediate effects on her 
health of the shock to her nervous system, anything which 
the Government might alicw her on the rest of her claim 
would be very worthily bestowed, but would not, in my 
opinion, be in strict accordance with the rules laid down 
by the Commission on Indemmities.

Dear Mr. Coolidge, 
In answer to your favor of yesterday I have this to 


say: Under a ruling made by the Commission on indemnity, 
of which Commission Mr. Rockhill was a member, only the 
actual expenses of a claimant could be allowed for his 
trip from his residence to the nearest place of safety. 
This rule was therefore adopted by Mr. Bainbridge and my- 
self in the adjustment of all claims, In my own case 
for instance: My family was ordered out of Tientsin by 
the military. I sent them to Nagasaki on a transport 
and the only cost was $2.00 per day, each, for meal, or a 
total of $12.00, It was four months before they could 
return and I was out $600.00 gold, as much of a loss to 
me as though furniture to that value had been destroyed, 
and yet I did not allow myself this expense owing to the 
ruling mentioned. I believe the ruling was wrong and 
had I the work to do over again would allow all the actual 
expenses and leave the same to be eliminated by the De- 
partment if it saw fit. Under this ruling the claimant 
mentioned by — would have been allowed her actual ex- 
penses from her residents at that to Nagasaki had her 
‘Claim come before us. If she had had property destroyed 
we @hOuld have allowed her a fair compensation. Purther- 
more if she lost her salary as a missionary by reason of 
the uprising that too would have been allowed, It is to 


be presumed, however, that her salary was paid by the 
Mission 
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Mission, and that that expenses was allowed to the Mission 


in their clain. It was not necessary for any person 
to have remained away for more than six months and her ex- 
penses for one and a half years could not have been al- 
lowed, even if the above ruling had not been made, It 
was not to be presumed that any claimant would or could 
pe allowed their expenses while on a round of visits. 
Nothing was allowed for "nerves", but a claim would have 
been considered for injury to health but would have re- 
quired the best of proof. According to our method of pro- 
cedure this claimant would have been allowed a fair on- 
pensation for her property that may have been destroyed 
and her actual expenses from her residence to Nagasaki.

Dear Sir: 

Your letter of Mar. 15th to Dr. G. . Fitch was for- 
warded to me a few days ago with the request that I furnish 
you the desired information if possible. I arrived in 
China the year after the Boxer troubles, so know nothing 
of them at first hand. But have often heard Mr. Lingle, 
who was in Siangtan at that time with Mrs, Doolittle and 
Dr. L. L. Doolittle her daughter (now Mire. John Berkin of 
Kuling,) speak of their experiences. 

They three had been living in Siangtan in a Chinese 
house for a month or more when affairs became critical in 
the North, and Mrs. Lingle telegraphed from Kuling that 
the Consul had ordered all foreigners out of the interior. 
They packed up at once but word got abroad on the street 
that they were leaving and a crowd gathered before the 
door. Mr. Lingle tried in yain to induce them to leave 
but they increased in numbers and violence, beating on the 
door and crying Ki“ etc. There seemed little hope of 
escape when toward evening two young men who had previ- 
ously shown themselves friendly to the foreigners, gained 


9 to the house and promising their assistance, climbed 
over the back-fence and went to the Hsien's yamen. They 


persuaded him (with difficulty, I understand) to send 
soldiers to escort the foreigners to the waterfront.

I have the honor to transmit herewith the petition 
for relief of L. Marzoli, an Italian contractor, who has 
furnished practically all of the stone used in the con- 
struction of the new Legation buildings. The story is 
rather complicated: 

On the llth of July, 1903, a contract was signed 
by which he was to supply all the stone required as per 
specifications drawn up by the architect, which were agreed 
on. Almost from the beginning it became evident that he 
could not comply with the conditions of the contract with 
regard to the amount of stone to be delivered in a given 


time, and the original price was increased, on the under- 


standing that he would meet his engagements more promptly. 


This he failed to do, and the original contract was only 
fulfilled many months after the time stipulated. 

That is one side of the question, and, on the other 
side, stands the fact that the architect of the Legation, 
who was the sole arbiter, rejected peremptorily a great 
deal of the stone supplied, exacting a standard of ex- 
cellence which, though lawful, was wholly new in the ex- 
perience of contractors in the Far East, and certainly 
not contemplated when the bids were made. 


The position was made worse by the fact that a vio- 
lent personal antipathy sprang up almost from the begin- 
ning between the architect and the contractor; and the 
contractor requested that some other person be selected 
to act as an arbitrator with regard to the rejected stone, 
which of course could not be admitted. 

In the latter days of the first contract there was 
a further complication with regard to a certain big piece 
of stone, especially ordered outside of the contract, and 
refused, but subsequently used by the architect. 

When the first contract was at last completed and 
the final payments had to be made, including a very con- 
siderable sum which was always held back as a guarantee, 
it was agreed to let bygones be bygones; that Marzoli 
should waive the question of the big stone and other re- 
jected stones; and that, on the other hand, the Legation 
should mot declare forfeited the money withheld to ensure 
prompt delivery or hold the contractor to a rather vague 
verbal agreement with regard to a forfeiture of fifty dol- 
lars a day if the delay exceeded a given time, which, if 
enforced, would have put him in a very bad position. 

In spite of the unfortunate experience of the first 
contract, another was made, as the Legation required a 
certain amount of stone not criginally contemplated, which, 
apparently, he alone could supply. The value of this 
was Mex. $660; and, as a guarantee, $1000 of the money 
owing to him was withheld by agreement. In this con- 
tract, too, the same questions arose as before, from his 
endless delays and the uncompromising requirements of the 
architect. 1 

Finally, when very little remained to be delivered 

and this was not forthcoming, the remnant was turned 


over to a Chinese contractor, who was in some way connect- 


ed with the same quarries, and the sum paid to him was to 
be 


de deducted from the money promised to Marzoli. It was 
also agreed that Marzoli should be given his guarantee 

and paid his bill if he would satisfy the Legation that 

he would not interfere with the Chinese contractor. This 
he was unable or unwilling to do, and the money was with- 
held, 

The Chinese contractor was even worse than his prede- 
cessor, and the delivery of the few stones remaining was 
delayed for a long perfod -- for what reason is not known, 
but there is no reason to believe that he was interfered 
with in his work. 

When this delivery was completed, Marzoli was told 
that he would receive his $1660 if he would sign a receipt 
in full satisfaction of all claims against the American 
Government. He refused to do this, urging among other 
things that he had been kept out of his money for a long 
time through the fault of the Chinese contractor. 

He consulted the Italian Minister, with whom I dis- 
cussed the matter very informally, and to whom I explained 
that we were strictly accountable for all money spent and 
had no latitude in the matter,and I gave Marzoli to under- 
stand that if he was unwilling to abide by our decision 
his remedy was to have his claim presented to the State 
Department through the ordinary Diplomatic channels. 

When the question came wholly into my own hands, I 
sent for Marzoli and told him that if he would sign a re- 
ceipt in full, waiving all claims -- which he has done 


and then present a statement showing the extent of his 
losses and asking for relief, I would forward it to the 
State Department making an impartial recommendation on the 
Subject; and this is what I have now done. 


It is not in any way possible for me to go into the 
details of his figures, but I do not think that there is 
any question but what he lost a good deal of money on the 
transaction owing to greatly increased cost of production 
and the severe requirements which were quite unknown out 
here before. Almost every contractor who has been en- 
gaged upon the work of the new Legation has lost money 
py it, with the result that the architect now finds it 
very difficult to get anyone to work for him at ordinary 
prices; and I think that we have suffered a good deal in 
reputation as a consequence. 

I feel that in this Marzoli business the fault has 
not been all on one side, or that, at any rate, as he is 
practically without legal redress in case he has been 
wronged -- and he has certainly lost money through causes 
which he could not reasomably forsee -- it is to be de- 


sired that the Government should grant him a bonus, if 


this can be done, of $1000 or so in the interents of our 
reputation for fair and liberal dealing. 

The figures quoted in his statement are in Mexican 
dollars -- not American currency.

| Tseng-ch 1 is a Manchu, and has held the diffi- 
gult post of Tartar General at Moukden since May 1899. 

He was transferred to the same post at Nanking in 1900, but 
did not proceed. Recently he has repeatedly petitioned 


for permission to retire on account of the illness of his 
mother, but was refused until his mother's death compelled 
him to go into mourning. fT'ing-chieh, who fills the 

post temporarily until the arrival of the Chao Erh-hsfn, 
is the Prefect of Moukden, and was formerly Treasurer of 
this provinee (Chihli). 

Lu Ch'uan-linm is a native of Chihli, and took his 
Metropolitan degree in 1862. He is therefore about 70 
years of age, and has the reputation of being very con- 
servat ive. He has held many important posts, among them 


that of Viceroy of Szechuan (1895), Acting Governor den- 
eral Nanking (1898), Minister of Grand Council (1900), 
Vieeroy at Canton (Nov.1900), but did not take it up, 
President of Censorate (Nov.1900), President of Board of 
Revenue (Dec.1900), In the summer of 1904 when Hon, J. v. 
Jenks came to Peking to consult with the Chinese Govern- 


ment ae to a reform of the currency, it was his duty to 
consider the plans proposed by Prof. Jenks, but he showed 
himself so indifferent, not to say hostile, that the Gov- 


ernment in response to the complaints of Prof, Jenks, 
transferred him to the Presidency of the Board of Works, 
an inferior post. At that time Chao Erh-hsfin, Governor 
of Hunan, had been called to Peking with a view to his 
appointment to the post of Tartar General at Moukden, 
but was instead made Acting President of the Board of Rev- 
enue, though without the rank of a President of a Board. 
He 
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He showed himself very ready to take up the reforms pro- 
posed by Prof. Jenks, but met with much opposition, and 

has not been able to accomplish anything. In Dec, 1904, 
he was given the brevet rank of a President of a Board, 
but never received the substantive appointment of President 
of the Board of Revenue, and is now sent on to the post 
for which he was chosen last summer. He is Chinese but 

is a "Chinese Bannerman", i.e, a descendant of Chinese 
who assisted the Manchus in the conquest of China, and 
therefore eligible to the post of "Tartar" General. Lu 

in the meantime is promoted to the post of President of 
the Board of Civil Office while retaining that of Presi- 
dent of the Board of Works. In addition to these respons 
ble positions, he fills those of a Grand Councillor, Min- 
ister of the Council of State, and Grand Secretary, (See 


Supplementary Zo te, page 4.) 
Chang Po~hsi, the new President of the Board of Rev- 


enue, is a Hunan man, is about 50 years of age, has a 


reputation for scholarship and conservatism. He is Min- 
ister of Education and Chancellor of the Imperial Uni-~- 
versity, and, until this appointment to the Treasury Port- 
folio, was also President of the Board of Civil Office. 
In connection with H. R. Chang Chih-tung he succeeded in 
reorganizing the Imperial University and revising the 
courses of study to the great dissatisfaction of the 
students, and the corresponding relief of the re~-action-~ 
aries. He can hardly be expected to do much in the way 
of financial reform. 

_ Kiang-pei is the northern half of the province of 
Kiang-su, lately organized into a separate province as 
Kiang-huai, and more recently restored to Kiangsu. Liu 
Yung-ch' ing by being made Major General of this district 


is given independent control of all military affairs in 
his 
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his jurisdiction and will be able to act without consult~ 

ing the Provincial Commander~in~-Chief. As Kiang-pei ad- 
„Joins Shantung, the sphere of German activity, the ap- 
pointment has considerable significance in view of the 
well-known displeasure of the Chinese with the German poli- 
cy in that province, 
As Liu is an important member of the Special Military 
Commission, he is familiar with the new army reorganiza~ 
tion scheme, which is being carried out under Japanese 
tuition.

land which commands it, where they had raised a flag, and 
that sounds of firing had been heard.

The Viceroy communicated with the authorities at 
Tsingtau, who denied all knowledge of the matter. He 
also telegraphed to the Magistrate for further details, 
and notified Peking. The second report of the Magis- 
trate was said at the Wai Wu Pu to have shown that the 
incident had been greatly magnified, but the mature of 
this second statement was not given out; and any further 
information received since that time has also been with- 
held. 

The generally accepted explanation is, that the ac- 
tions of a German surveying party gave rise to the story. 
It was also said that a short time previously a small 
German steamer had attempted to trade there under inland 
navigation regulations and had been refused the right, 
and that the German man-of-war was sent to investigate. 

There are no foreigners in that neighborhood, and 
whatever the facts may have been, the Germans appear to 
have succeeded in suppressing then. 

The port of Haichou would be the natural outlet for 
the iron districts in Southern Shantung.

Imperial Edict referring to the Board of Foreign Affairs 
and the Board of Commerce the question of the advisability 
of opening Yunnanfu the capital of Yunnan, to foreign trade 
a memorial has been presented to the Throne recommending 
that this be done. 

In this memorial it is set forth that the railway from 
Tongking will soon be constructed, and will reach the pro- 
vincial capital, which will become an important centre of 
distribution. This will necessitate the opening of the 
port, and it is advisable that this should be done by China 
herself and not by treaty. The circumstances are similar 
to those at Chinan, and as the railway is approaching com- 
pletion it is very desirable for China to take measures to 
promote trade, and to protect her sovereignty. It is theme 
fore recommended tha, as in the case ofChinan, a port for 
international trade be opened outside the walls of Yunnanfy 
and that, in case this petition be approved, the Viceroy 
should draw up suitable regulations, based on previous in- 
stances of the came kind, and submit them in a memorial 
fixing the date of the opening of the port, so that notifi-

I enclose a translation ef the note on which the 


telegram was based and of the answer which I returned when 
instructions were received. On receipt ef the formal 


note from the Foreign Office I wired its substance to 

Mr. Davidson for his information and later notified him 
that our Government was favorably disposed towards this 
measure of precaution. The facts seem to be that there 
have recently been shipments of foreign coal from Shanghai 
packed in small sacks which could be readily handled even 
at sea - a condition which was unprecedented and is not 
justified by any requirements of legitimate trade. The 
conclusion is obvieus, and the Japanese who have taken 
every precaution to prevent the difficulty of their pos- 
ition from being increased through the rapacity of traders 
and the weakness of the local government were probably the 


instigators of this measure. It would perhaps hav been 


a better solution ef the difficulty if it had been de- 

creed that for the present nothing but bunker coal should 
be exported from Shanghai that is to say, that steamers 
might take enough for their own supply in their own bune 
kers but that no shipment of coal as cargo would be per- 


mitted.

I have the honor to state that in the war which is 
still being waged between Japan and Russia, China is main- 


taining a strict neutrality. She must, therefore, adopt 
strict measures to prevent war junks from keeping up their 
supply of necessities. Recently there have been some 
boats shipping coal from Shanghai, and as this coal is of 
the best quality, and is so shipped as to be very con- 
veniently loaded or unloaded, it was thought highly neces- 


sary to look into the matter officially, so that nothing 
might happen which would result in the breaking of China's 
neutrality. 

It is now proposed to let the matter be dealt with in 
the same manner as was done in the case of rice and grain; 
that is, merchants (who wish to ship ooal) will be re- 
quired to write out and put on record at their consulates 
a bond, and in this bond it must be stipulated that with- 
in forty days the Shanghai Customs must receive a receipt 


from the port to which the coal was shipped. In case no 


such receipt is returned within the time specified, a 
fine of five times the original price of the coal will be 
collected. All coal boats will be required to follow 
this rule. This will not injure the regular needs of the 
merchants, and at the same time it will prevent dishonest 
people from keeping the belligerents supplied with their 
needs. 

My Board telegraphed to the Shanghai Customs Taot'ai, 


and communicated with the Inspector General of Customs 
directing 
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directing him to order the Shanghai Commissioner of Cus- 


tons to carry out this rule. Besides this it becomes my 
duty to send this despatch to Your Excellency for your in- 
formation, and that you may quickly telegraph to your Con- 
sul at Shanghai that he may know of the matter and act ac- 
cordingly. An antver to this despatch is requested. I 
wish to add that this is merely a temporary measure, and 
when the war is over it will be rescinded. This is

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among Chinese net enly in Shantung but elsewhere. 

The impertance of cur showing an active interest in 
these questions is se evident, that, in the impossibility, 
without Congressional action, ef creating a Consulate at 
Teienan-Fu, I deemed it advisable te request the Department 
te establish at least a Censular agency there. Mr. v. B. 
Hamilten, whese appointment I recommended, was the person 
chesen by Consul General Fowler. He is a missionary of 
the Presbyterian Beard ef Foreign Missions and has been 
a resident of the province of Shantung for many years. 

He has been in the past a most willing and able assistant 
to Mr. Fowler in keeping him advised on conditions in 
western Shantung. I feel sure he wili, in his new capa- 
city, be ef even more help to hin, 

The aggressiveness of the German Legation in its ate 
tempt te get what amounts te practical control of the whole 
prévines ef Shantung is se evident and se strong that I 
would suggest ‘that whenever a favorable opportunity 
offers the Department should call the attention of the 
German Ambassador therete and while expressing its dis- 
inclination te believe the reporte cencerning it, declare 
in the most emphatic way that such actions, if ever taken, 
would be most strongly resented by our Government as it 
would cenflict with all German assurances, While we 
recognize the preferential rights aquired by Germany in the 
territory leased py her from China under the convention 
of Maroh 6, 1896, we do not recognize that such rights 
extend beyend the leased area and in this contention we are 
supported by the oft repeated aseurances of Geraany itself.

Baldwin, the Agent of the Ameri- 
can China Development Company in that place, I found 
that he was very imperfectly informed of the impending 
negotiations in the United States between the majority of 
the shareholders (represented by Hon, Elihu Reet, Judge 
Ingraham of New York and one of J. Peirpont Mergan's part- 
ners, I believe ) and the Chinese Minister at Washington. 
Before leaving Washingten fer China I met and discussed, 
first with Mr. Reot and Judge Ingraham and later on with th 
the Chinese Minister, the question of adjusting the dif- 
ferances between the parties to the contract, by amending 
or supplementing the eriginal agreement. When I left 
r 
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an the Department my epiniengter I think the Department 
and the Legation sheuld do all in their per te help 
straighten out the miserable muddle the American China 
Development Cempany has made ef ite business in this 
country; not so much for the sake of the Company as for 
the good name of our people in general who are suffering 
for the Company's mistakes and whe would suffer greatly 
more if at the present the Company sold back te Chins 
at enormous profit te the sharehelders, the cencession 
on which they have expended se little in substantial 
work. 

I have only censidered this subject in ite direct 
bearing on American interests, but sheuld the concession 
be sold by the American Company it seems highly probable 
that, Chinese being unable te undertake the building of 
the projected line, it would be eeneeded te some conmbin- 
ation of Burppean interests and thereby become eventually 
dangerous te ou pelitical es well as eur commercial 
interests in this country.

Men found 
undesirable for this particular service can be sent back 
te our ships and better ones rapidly supplied in their 
piace, furthermere, the employment ef marines in Peking is 
exactiy in their line ef duty and all previeus guards of 
this and of ether legations and consulates have been draw 
from this corps. 

The questien of the reduction of the very large 
guards maintained by the various Powers in this Capital 
is being constantly discussed and hoped for by most, if 
not all the Ministers, It seems highly probable that 
shortly after the conclusion of peace between Japan and 
Russia a considerable reduction will be made in the fer- 
eign military forces maintained in this part ef China 
since 1900. A guard ef marines is a much more flexible 
unit than ene ef infantry, and could be reduced without 
interference with ite efficiency or organization, 

Witheut in the least reflecting on the way the present 

| | | legation 
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Legation guard has performed its duty here or on the dis- 
cipline maintained in it, and while being most desirous 
ef bearing testimony te the exceptienally fine service 
here ef Captain Andre Brewster, its Commander, I would 
call attention te the peculiar conditions under which the 
men are necessarily placed in this city, and which makes 
the maintenance of the strictest discipline a matter of 
extraordinary difficulty te the efficers commanding it. 
Marines from the nature of their service, much ef which 
is at sea, are more easily held under the strictest con- 
trol. 
Many ether reasens for the change will certainly 
suggest themselves, but it seems unnecessary te dwell on 
them here. 

Before leaving Washington fer this Legation I had 
the honer te submit this matter te the President whe was 
pleased te recognise and appreve ef the necessity of 
the change.

I have the honor to enclose a copy of a despatch 
recently received from the Consul General at Canton trans- 
mitting a letter of the Viceroy with regard to the wanton 
drowning of a Chinese by American men-of-wars men in Sept- 
ember last. The case was reported te the Department at 
the time both by the Consulate and the Legation and in 
reply to the representations of the latter an acknowledg- 
ment was received, 

The facts,which appear to be established, are that 
an unoffending Chinese of good class was met on a bridge 
by some men in the uniform of American sailors,of whom 
there were a number on shore leave at that time. These 
sailors were seen to throw him over the parapet inte the 
mud where he died of suffocation, but they made good their 
escape and as it afterwards proved impossible to identify 


them, no one was punished, 
che only thing that could be done to make some meas- 


ure of amends was to allow a money compensation to the 
family of the murdered man, in the same manner that we 
would have demanded one, had the victim been an American 
and the aggressors Chinese, This course was recommended 
by the Court of Enquiry with the concurrence of the Amer- 


ican Consul hes We was urged by the Legation. 
| Up 


Up to this time nothing has been done by our Govern- 
ment, and it now appears that unfortunate results may quite 
probably ensue. I am strongly of the opinion that for 
the sake of our national honer and reputation for fair 
dealing, as well as in the interests of abstract justice, 
some reparation should be made for this crime, If an 
indemnity of about two thousand dollars cannot be prov- 
ided from the emergency fund of the Department, I recom- 
end that a measure be brought before Congress in order 
that the family may be compensated and this reproach re- 
moved from us. If a favorable decision of the Department 
regarding this question were to be telegraphed to me or 
to the Consulate at Canton it would have a very beneficial 
effect on the feelings of the Chinese,

This unfortunate case has been fully reperted te the 
Legatien by Mr. Cheshire. It is one that should be settled 
at once and an indemnity paid the family ef the deceased 
Chinaman, otherwise the actien ef our Gevernment in declin- 
ing te meet, what the Chinese consider a just demand, may 
result in unpleasant relatiens between the Americans and 
Chinese here. If the case is net settled I shall have the 
greatest difficulty in securing redress from the autherities 
here in the case ef attack on the persens and preperty erf 
Americans in this district. 

Unfertunately all foreigners have openly discussed 
this case both here and in Hongkong, and the opinien 
generally is in favor of the Chinese claim.

Yen, Assistant Compradere ef the 8. S."Kansuh" which act 
was caused by some American sailers throwing him into the 
creek (off Shameen), sometime ago I deputed efficers, whe 
with the former Consul General (Mr. Cheshire) held a 
jeint enquiry inte the case and in the decision arrived 
at it was recommended that the Gevernment ef the U. 8. 
be asked te ¢ndemnify the family ef the deceased; 4180 that 
continued efferts should be made te ascertain if pessible 
the real culprits, whe in the event of their being found, 
and their guilt established, should be dealt with as prov- 
ided by the laws of their ceuntry (the United States). 

The above decision was signed by the members ef the 
Ceurt eof Enquiry as evidence. 

At various times I have telegraphed the Wai Wu Pu 
(Chinese Department of Foreign Affairs) in regard te this 
matter and received replies to the effect that the quest- 
ien had been submitted te the American Minister, who 
promiged te bring it te the notice ef his Govermment. This 
is all a matter ef recerd. 

Now I beg te state that a long time has elapsed and 
the real culprits have not been found out, neither has 
anything been dene in the matter of providing for an indem- 
nity (for the deceased family). 

: The family ef the deceased and the Gentry and Mer- 
chants of Canten have repeatedly petitioned me about the 


arrest 
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arrest ef the guilty and the payment of indemnity, as 
decided by the Court of Enquiry, but nething has been 
settled er arranged, and their request was very strong 
and urgent. 

I beg te observe that if some plan of meeting the 
case is net devised without further delay, it is te be 
feared that the feelings ef the people may become more 
and more aroused, and most prebably another trouble wl 
arise, which may impair the friendly relations existing 


between the two Governments. 

I know and have respect for the honest and straight- 
forward way Your Honor deals with questions that arise 
and I therefore have the honor to request that acting on 
the decision rendered by the Court ef Enquiry, you wil} 
be good enough to lay this matter before His Excellency 
the United States Minister at Peking requesting him te 


bring it te the notice of yeur Government asking that an 
indemnity be paid te the family ef the deceased, and at

The former telegram has remained unnoticed but as 
previous instructions had been given te accept any solution 
satisfactory te all the other powers, an answer was per- 
haps not material. The immediate prospect of a settienent 
was unfortunately put an endte by Russia's action in sel- 
ecting, as a mode of payment, silver payable in Shanghai 
at the Londen rate, with the necessary modification, and 
then so reckoning the constant by which the London rate 
was to be modified that its agent, the Russe-Chinese Bank, 
would receive large sums ef silver at each payment at a 
rate which would give it a tremendous advantage ever the 
other lecal banks. 

This could not well be agreed te so finally the re- 
presentatives of Austria Hungary, Belgium, France, Germany, 
Great Britian, Italy and the Netherlands sent telegranms 
to their Govermments in the same sense as mine in the 
hope that Russia might be led te accept payment by tele- 
graphic transfer.

I have the honor to enclose a copy of a letter sent 
by the Chairman of the Shanghai General Chamber of Commerce 
through the Senior Consul to the Doyen of the Diplomatic 
Corps for the action of that body. In this letter it is 
stated that the vast increase in the coinage of ten- cash 
pieces by the provincial mimts during the last twelve 
months, and the further development which is still in pro- 
gress, constitute a serious financial danger, and that 
these provincial issues varying in intrinsic values are com 
trary to the pledges given by China in recent treaties to 
establish a uniform national coinage. It is therefore 
requested that the Diplomatic Body make representations to 
the Chinese Government as to the great importance of limi- 
ting and regulating this production, 

This note was circulated in the usual way and the more 
general opinion expressed in the endorsements was that some 
sort of joint protest should be made. To this I was not 
prepared to agree without further knowledge, so I endorsed 
it to that. effect. 

In connection with this subject, a report of Mr. Wil- 
liams wasbent by this Legation to the Director of the Mint 
on April 24th in reply to the annual circular on coinage, 


in which carefully prepared tables were given showing the 


output of the principal mints during 1904, and the figures

I have the honor to bring to your notice the enormous ex- 
pansion in the coining of 10 cash pieces, which has taken place 
during the past 12 months and which is still farther developing.

these figures are only approximate as some of the machines 
under the heading "New" may by now be in working order. Roughly 
speaking out of an approximate total of 846 machines.60% are 
now working, 20% are in the course of erection and 20% have not 
arrived. It is estimated that these 846 machines when in full 
working order will absorb ( at the rate of 180 piculs or 10.71 
tons per machine per month ) a total of about 9060 tons of 
copper per month or about 108,700 tons per year. As one ton 
of copper will coin into approximately 151,000ten cash pieces 
one year's output of 108,700 tons of copper will yield 16413 
nillion ten cash pieces equal to 40 ten cash pieces per head 
of a population of 400 million.people. This rate of production 
will presumably be reached in about 5 or 6 months from now 
men all minting machinery on order will be duly installed. 
As i er tien, taking as a W the 


present price copper say &72 per ton the profit of the mints 
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ed by the Provincial Mint authorities and other officials conn- 
ected therewith, and two thirds go to the Viceroys. Although 
there is no immediate prospect of an over supply of these new 
coins, the danger prevails that:- 

let. Owing to the large profit in the production thereof 
to all concerned larger quantities will in course of time be 
turned out than required. Should this occurthe new coins 
will inevitably go to a heavy discount causing the manifold 
evils attendant on a depreciated currency, and most serious 
disturbances to all trade internal and external. 

2nd. The temptation would crop up to lowerthe standard 
of the coin in order to keep up a high level of profit, in the 
production thereof, should its circulating value decline. Then 
the problem of debased as well as depreciated coins would arise 
and confusion become worse confounded. It may here be mention- 
ed that the intrinsic value of one 99% copper ten cash piece 
only equals 272 old one cash pieces ( made in the reign of 
the Emperor Kien Lung 1735-1795 very few of which are now left 
in circulation having been melted down owing to their relative- 
ly high metal value ) or 474 one cash pieces made in the reign 
of the Emperors Tung Chih (1861-1873) and the present Bmperor 
Kuang Hsu. 

In recent treaties with foreign Powers China agreed to 
establish a uniform national coinage; therefore in permitting 
the Provincial Authorities to produce these 10 cash pieces 
in varying intrinsic values she is evading her Treaty. obligat- 
lions. 

The purpose of this letter is to request Your Excellency 
to impress upon the Chinese Government firstly the supreme in- 
portance of regulating the supply of 10 cash coins according to 
the demand since they are token coins and\therefordliable to 
depreciation. Secondly the imperative necessity to maintain 
these coins up to their full and proper standard since otherw 


vise the confidence therein of the population would be destroy- 
ed.

/ These coins did not in the beginning fetch their face 
value so they have had a fair start on the downward course of 
depreciation which can only reasonably be expected to end in 
their purchasing power coming down to their intrinsic value 
viz @ fall of 50%; when or before this is reached the copper 
cash, the currency of the people, will have disappeared from 
circulation and before the Industry of the Country can afford 
to adjust the big resulting differance a period of bare sub- 
sistence for the people and great slackness in trade will be 
experienced, 

For this reason alone it is of great importance to For- 
eigners that the currency of the country should be better regu- 
lated. 

In conclusion I beg referemce to the Report of the Imperial 
Maritime Customs Part I Report on Trade of China and Abstract 
of Statistics for 1904 published 1905 pages XII and XIII which 
treats on this subject and I would further add that quite re- 
cently coins f the face value of 5 cash have made their appear- 
ance to which the foregoing applies equally and even more 
forcibly.

Without wishing to dictate the 
policy by which this result shall be attained, we would suggest that the complete 
cramination of prospective students should be made and passports issued before 
departure from China, so that there shall be neither further examination, delay 


nor uncertainty at the Port of Entry. Also, be it further 


RESOLVED: That in view of the repeated instances of harsh and abusive 
treatment which have been brought to our attention, we petition that whatever 
the terms of the Treaty existing between the Governments of the United States 
ind China may be, the officers of the United States at the Ports of Entry, who 
inspect the papers of in-coming students from China, be instructed to receive such 


students with courtesy and consideration.

At a meeting of the American members of the Educational Association 


of China, held at Shanghai on the 19th of May, 1905, the undersigned were 


appointed a Committee to present to Your Excellency and to the members 
the National Congress the Resolutions which were passed at that meeting, 


together with a statement of the conditions which exist in regard to the 


entrance of Chinese students into the United States. 

We would premise that this statement is not concerned with the general 
subject of the exclusion of the Chinese or with the Treaty between the United 
States and China. We do not think, however, that we shall be thought to be 
going beyond our province if we deal with the manner of the execution of the 
aws which regulate the admission of Chinese students. This question directly 
affects American educators in China, inasmuch as seventy five per cent of the modern 
education which is now being given in China, both in missionary and Government 
institutions, is in the hands of Americans, and a large number of the Chinese 
students who go abroad to complete their studies are those who have been educated 
under our influence. ] 

Being in constant communication with the student class, the American 
educators in China are in a position to testify to the feeling which exists amongst 
this class im respect to the execution of the law regarding their admission to the 
United States. The complaints which they make may be summarised under the

following heads : 7 , By 


_) Delays in Admission. 
That, owing to various technicalities, they are often subjected to lengthy 


ind vexatious delays before being allowed to enter the country. 


2.) Uncertainty. 


That these delays have occurred to persons holding passports made out in 


regular form by the proper Chinese officials, and viséd by the American consuls 
the ports in China: a grievance which is felt the more strongly, inasmuch as they 
hve endeavored to comply to the full with the regulations laid down by the 
american Government for the admission of Chinese students. The uncertainty 
rbich they feel as to whether they will be admitted upon arrival in the United 
States, after they have complied with every demand made upon them by our consuls 
dere, iS felt by them to be one of the most serious of their difficulties. 
) Personal indignities. 

That during such delays, and pending the decision upon their cases, they 
hve been detained in wooden sheds with crowds of coolies under conditions 
which they regard as degrading, and which have certainly caused them much 
discomfort and inconvenience ; and that, though travelling as first-class passengers on 
the trans-Pacific steamers, they have been subjected, upon arrival, to a system of 
disinfection not applied to the other first-class passengers—and that, solely because 
they were Chinese. Also, that the way in which their examinations were conducted, 


and the way in which they were spoken to and treated by officials at the Ports of 


Entry, was such as seriously to offend them, and were not such as is accorded 


to gentlemen and students of any other nationality. And they object to having the 


Bertillon system of measurement applied to them as has been done in some cases. 


We believe these statements to be well founded and we can positively 
estify that, as a result, a feeling of intense antagonism has been aroused amongst 
he students of China. Without going into the question of individual cases and 
‘the exact measure of hardship which has been suffered in particular instances, 
e think it will suffice if we state that this feeling is widespread and deep, and 
hat it is having a most injurious effect not only upon our work as teachers, but 
so upon all the interests of the United States in China. 

At the present time numbers of Chinese students are going to foreign 
untries for education; yet, on account of what they consider the oppressive 
xecution of existing regulations, those who proceed to the United States are few, 
vile the larger number go by preference to Japan or to some one of the European 
untries. To cite a single instance, an official, who has recently returned from 
acing forty Government students in Belgium, has stated to a member of our 
ommittee that many of these would gladly have gone to America if they could 
ave been admitted without inconvenience ; and, that the same statement holds 
ue for another class of students with whom he expects to start immediately 
the same coüntry. What large proportions this movement of students to foreign 
duntries is assuming will appear from the fact that there are at present five thousand 
Japan, where they are always courteously received. We understand that of 
is number no less than three thousand are Government students. That the 


overnment itself is sending students abroad in such large numbers isa fact of 


cat importance. These students are selected from the higher classes in China 


d they are not likely to be sent to a country in which they will be subjected to 


* 


eatment which will hurt their self-respect. 0 


We stated above that the treatment to which Chinese students entering 
the United States are subjected will seriously affect American interests in China, 
ind we consider that it will do so, in the first place, by lessening the prestige 
of our Country amongst the literary and official classes. That men who are 
gentiemen and scholars can obtain admission to the United States only after being 
subjected to indignities is sufficient to stamp our country in their minds as barbarous 
and uncivilised. In the next place, it directly affects the commercial interests of 
America. Many of these students, on their return to China, will be engaged in large 
engineering of commercial operations, or employed in the highest positions of 
Government service, and their influence will naturally be in favor of the products 
aud manufactures of those countries where they have received their education. 
and thirdly, it is plainly evident that public opinion is beginning to be a force to 
reckoned with in China. Whereas formerly it could scarcely be said to exist, 
(is now manifest in the frequent meetings which are held on public questions at 
‘hinghai and other places, as well as in the native press and through the medium 


1 a rapidly increasing literature which deals with present-day questions. Instances 


o which Chinese students consider themselves to have been wronged are reported at 


ength in the daily papers, and spread far and wide a feeling of hostility to 


America and Americans. 

We consider that if our country is to maintain her political and commercial 
sition, as well as the enviable distinction which she now enjoys of leading in 
educational reform of China, it is of vital importance that we should secure 
ie good will of the educated classes, and that this can only be done if the United 


ates grants to Chinese students the fullest opportunity of admission. Whether 
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the treatment complained of by Chinese students affects all or only a part of them, 
the fact that it exists at all is a sufficient foundation in the minds of the Chinese 
for the dislike of America which they are undoubtedly beginning to feel. In order 
that this feeling may be checked and the interests of America be secured it is 
necessary that the laws relating to the admission of Chinese students should be 
administered not only so as to give no reasonable ground of complaint, but in such 
manner that the students may feel that the American people give them a cordial 
welcome, And we consider that it is of supreme value to the interests of our 
country in China and the East that as many as possible of the young men of 
China should pursue their studies in our schools and colleges under the influence 


of American ideals and American institutions.

The President of the United States having ap- 
pointed me Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary to reside at the court of Your Majesty, I have the 
honor to place in Your hands His letter recalling my 
predecessor in this office and that by which he accredits 
me to Your Majesty. 

In performing this duty it gives me great pleas- 
ure to convey to Your Majesty the expression of cordial 
and friendly wishes which the President makes for the 
welfare and happiness of Your Majesty and for the peace 
and ever-increasing prosperity of Your Empire and its 
people.

I have the honor to inform you that in several 
recent conversations with the Prince of Ch'-ing and other 
high officials here a strong desire has been expressed 
dy them to see China represented at the forthcoming peace 
negotiations between Japan and Russia. The Prince, dur- 
ing a visit to this Legation about a week ago, asked me 
if the Weror would not do well to send directly to the 
President a request to use our good offices to protect 
China's soverign rights which he feared might suffer 
through the terms of peace which would be agreed upon 
between the belligerent powers. 

I used my best endeavors to dissuade the Prince, 
and all the other officials who spoke to me on this matter, 
from taking any hasty step which might greatly embarrass 
not only the Powers friendly to China but also result 
most disadvantageously to China's best interests. I 
told the Prince that while the President would be un- 
doubtedly pleased to receive a telecram from the In- 
peror evidencing Fis Majesty's belief in the friendly 
disposition of our country, it did not seem to be at all 
necessary. The policy of the United States in Far ast- 
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ern affairs is well known to him, and to the world gener- 
ally, by our oft repeated declaration in favor of the n- 
tegrity and independence of the Wire. No new declara-~ 
tion on our part is needed, the Prince might feel sure 
that we would, whenever nécessary, use our best efforts 
to have our views accepted by all the interested Powers, 
but I did not believe that the proper time for supporting 


our views was during the peace negotiations between Japan 


and Russia, but after their conclusion. 

I further said that I did not believe there was 
the least probability that in the peace negotiations terms 
involving Chinas sovereign rights would be settled; 
the United States believed implicitly in Japan's declara- 
tien that in the present war she did not seek aggrandize- 
ment at the expense of China, and we had also the utmost 
faith in her declaration pledging herself to the main- 
tenanee of the open door“ and the independence of China. 
She would do nothing in the peace negotiations to shake 
our faith in her. 

I think the Prince was somewhat impressed by 
my remarks, at all events he has not sent me the com 
munication from the Weror to the President which he 
asked me to transmit, 

. The day before yesterday I called on the 
Viceroy, Yuan Ghihek'ai, at TMient#in, and during a long 
conversation I went over the same question with him; he 
absolutely agreed with me that China must remain abso- 
lutely quiet until after the conclusion of terms of peace 
between Japan and Russia, when the opportunity would un- 
doubtedly be given her te defend her interests. 

The lack of any settled policy among the high

officers of the Chinese Govermment, I refrain from using 
the word statesmen as I fear there is not one to be found 
in China at the present day, is terribly evident. In- 
decision and a determination to drift with any current 

is shown on every side. It is manifest to the most 
easual observer that China is quite unable to manage her 
international affairs without strong support and constant 
pressure from without. 

The British Minister tells me he has spoken to 
the Ghinese Government in about the same terms as I have 
stated above as to the necessity of their not embarras- 
sing affairs at the present juncture by hasty action. The 
French Minister has said to me he has done likewise. I 
have no doubt Japan has made it also quite clear to China 
that she must not move until the proper moment. I hope 
therefore that nothing will be done by this Government to 
complicate the present situation, but the tension is be- 
coming strong, and the fear of China, based on her know- 
ledge of her weakness and inability to cope with the vast 
and intricaté questions which must inevitably come up for 
settlem nt on the conclusion of the war, makes the pre- 
sent situation very uncertain.

Sir: 

When I arrived in Shanghai on May 20th last 
on my way to my post I was informed by our Consul Gene 
eral that a few days previously the leading native mere 
chant. guilds of that place had held meétings for the 
purpose of declaring a general boycott against all Wer- 
ican goods and persons residing in China for the purpose 
of forcing the Government of the United States to amend 
its laws concerning the exclusion of Chinese. The 
Chinese public was told that our Goverment was attempt- 
ing to force that of China to sign a treaty highly 
detrimental to Chinese interests and that the people ef 
China ought, by means of the proposed boycott, to resist 


America's demands. Telegrams were sent by the meete 
ing to some twenty cities in China, all interested in the 
American trade, urging them to take the proposed action, 
which was to be put in force on or about August ist next. 
Our Consul General, while not believing that the 
proposed anti-American agitation could have very serious 
results, was nevertheless anxious about it, and asked me 
to see the heads of the native guilds which he had asked 
to meet him at the Consulate General for the purpose of 
talking the matter over with them 
I agreed to Mr. Davidson's request and on May Ast I 


met the committee of representative merchants and bankers 
of 


of the local guilds and explained to them that they had 
deen misled and were evidently not aware of the true 
state of the negotiations now pending between the two 
Govermments, otherwise they would have refrained from 
taking the hasty action they had which could only tend 
to create bad feeling and embarrass trade without any 
1f object. I then read to them the memorandun of which I 
enclose a copy, I asked them to make it known to their 
guilds, this they promised to do and they left assuring 
me that they were perfectly satisfied with my explanations. 


A couple of days later, the local native press con- 
tinuing to print inflammatory articles against our country 
and encouraging the proposed boycott, I suggested to 
Mr. Davidson that he should see the Taotai and ask him 
to put a stop to such foolish and lawless agitation, 
Ir. Davidson saw the Taoctai, but no action was taken by 
him. 

On my arrival in Peking I found numerous telegrams 
and despatches from our Consuls and citizens reporting 
that the movement had spread to Foochow, Amoy, Canton, 
Hankow, Tientsin and to several interior towns of this 
province, and fears were expressed that the ignorant 
people of the interior might commit acts of violence 
against foreigners, if the Chinese Government did not take 
prompt action to check the movement and state the true 
conditions of the negotiations for a new treaty. 

I therefore asked the Prince of Ch'ing in the first 
interview I had with him on June 3rd: to take prompt 
action to put a stop to the agitation. This he promised 
to do, but as the inflammatory articles continued to 


appear, particularly in the Peking native press, I felt 
obliged 


obliged to call his attention to the matter in a note. 
This having remained unanswered for a week I wrote him 
again and the day before yesterday I received the en- 
„ closed reply, which tends to strengthen my belief that 
the movement was with official approval if not actually 
at official suggestion.

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In 1894 the Governments of China and the United States, 
animated by the desire to amicably settle the question of 
the coming of Chinese laborers into the United States, which 


previous treaties had either left in an unsatisfactery con- 
dition or which previous experience had shown required 
change and amendment, concluded a new treaty for a period 


of ten years. 
The last Artiele of this treaty of 1894 provided that, 
if six months prior te the date on which it expired — 7th. 


of December 1904 — neither of the signatory Powers had de-

The Chinese Government informed the American Government 
during the summer of 1904 that it did not wish te see the 
treaty of 1894 extended beyond the date fixed for its ter- 
mination; that is to say, Dee, 7th. 1904, At the same time 
it declared its willingness to begin negotiations for the 
conclusion of a new treaty regulating the subjeet of the en- 
try of Chinese laborers into the United States. In August 
of last year — that is to say, about seven months ago -- 
the Chinese Government, through its Minister at Washington, 
submitted a first draft of a treaty for the consideration 
of the American Secretary of State.

Although it would not be proper at the present stage of

Your Imperial Highness: 


I have the honor to enclose a 
copy of a Chinese newspaper, the"Ta Kung Pao", containing 
a notice that advertisements of American firms will here- 
after be refused publication in that paper, and a copy 
of a letter addressed by the same paper to an American 
lawyer in Tientsin, informing him that his advertisement 
in the paper must be taken out. This is but one of many 
instances brought to my notice in which newspapers, 
hand-bilis, and posters, have been employed to urge the 
Chinese people to boycott American products, inciting a 
spirit of hostility to our poeple.” 

Recently in a conversation with Your Highness I cal- 
ied your attention to this agitation, and received from 
Your Highness the assurance that the matter was due to 
the foolish action of persons ignorant of the real situa- 
tion, and that Your Highness would take into consider- 
ation some plan for putting a stop to it. On two other 
occasions I made reference to the matter to Your Board 
To His Imperial Highness, Prince of Ch'ing,, President 
of the Board of Foreign Affairs, through two Secretaries 
of this Legation when visiting the Yamen.

The Coolie Immigration Treaty has, now expired, but although 
this treaty is null, the exclusion restrictions are still en- 
forced, 

The great inconveniences brought te all Chinese merchants 
has thus led to this movement, but if the restrictions can be 
lightened by your Government and a treaty drawn up in K friendly 
manner then this agitation will of its own accord die out.

A Proclamation issued by the Tientsin Prefecture, 
n. District, and the Chief of Police, enabling all 
to know that, whereas, the people have been collecting in 
large numbers to meet for deliberation, it must be pro- 
hibited as it is contrary to law. 

We have now been informed by the Governor general 
that if in future 20 or more people collect in numbers to 
meet for deliberation, it is. imperative that the Chief of 
Police be first informed of the purpose and date of the 
meeting. At the time set for the meeting an official 
shall be appointed to proceed to the place to examine 
and listen to the discourse. If they shall dare to dis- 
course upon an untruthful topic and by the use of fine 
words cause others to believe, or if there are any who, 
on their own authority meet for deliberation, the leaders 
shall certainly be seized and dealt with accordingly. 

As in duty bound we issue this Proclamation, thereby 
enabling all to clearly understand. In accordance with 
this proclamation we trust that all the poeple of Tientsin 
will act as one body and obey accordingly. A special 
Proclamation! Do not disobey!

In my despatch Jo. 22 


had the honor to report to you that the Chinese Govern- 
ment, although apparently inclined not to attempt securing 
for itself a place in the forthcoming peace negotiations 
at Washington, might however finally decide upon sending 
a representative there to look after its interests. 


The communication from the Emperor of China to the 
President which I also referred to in the above despatch 
and of which I had heard nothing more since it was first 
mentioned to me, was handed me yesterday by Na-tung, 
Minister of the Foreign Office, and I was asked in the 
name of the Emperor to transmit it most conf ident ially 
to the President. This I agreed to do. At the same 
time I again took occasion to strongly urge upon Ja- tung 
the advisability of his Govermment confining its action 
for the time being to asking the good offices of the 
President in case the vital interests of China were in- 
volved @uring the peace negotiations. He answered me 
that this had nO been finally decided upon; that at 
first, (probably about the time the Emperor's message was 
‘first mentioned to me), the Weror was disposed to send 
“ representative to the United States, (probably it would 
have been the late Minister to the United States, Wu Ting- 
fang), but that his advisers had now finally dissuaded 

hin 
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him from doing so, and the present message was the only 
step that would be taken. 

‘I heard thie with satisfaction as I had only a short 
time before been informed,from what I consider a fairly 
reliable source, that at a very recent interview that the 
newly arrived Russian Minister, Mr. Pokotilow, had had 
with the prince of Ch'ing, he had strongly urged him to 
send a representative to Washington who could keep the 
Peking Government advised on all matters and thus enable 


it to take prompt action to defeat any contemplated 

measure prejudicial to it. 

I confirm as follows the cablegramsent you yesterday:

world that the territorial integrity of China must 
be preserved and that her sovereignty must not be 
injureds For this OUR empire is truly most deeply 
grateful. Now WE hear that Japan and Russia are 
already planning peace and that your honorable coun- 
try has come forth as a mediator, Whatever terms 
may be agreed upon hereafter in treaty between Japan 
and Russia WE earnestly hope thet Your Excellency 


will remesber your former words and seoure justice,

I have the honor to transmit to you herewith the 
report addressed to me by the Chinese Secretary of the 
Legation on the final examination of student interpreters 
A. V. Pontius and d. T. T. Willians, 
All the students that have been appointed by the 
Department have now had a certain period et training in 
Poking and have been assigned to duty in various Consul- 
tes, The moment seems therefore an opportune one to 
examine the methods followed in recruiting and educating 
this emall but extremely important branch of our service 
In Ghina, to ali the Department's earnest attention 
te the defects of the present system, and to urge on it 
some very needful changes, without which I am firmly of 
the opinion, that this praiseworthy effort to build up an 
efficient Consular Service in China will completely fail. 
On the efficiency of the men in our Consulates in 
Ghina who are conversant with the language, who know the 
economical, social and intellectual conditions of the 
country, and who take a keen, constant and intelligent 
interest in these subjects,entirely depends in final re- 
sort the ability of the Consuls to intelligently and 


efficiently discharge their duties, They are the eyes and 
ears of their principals. A emattering of Ghinese, a 
superficial knowjedge of the country and people are more 
dangerous than useful; early and careful training will 
perhaps teach the soecalled “Interpreter® (but in reality 
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he is much more than that) a Bittle of Nie work, but 
years of constant work and interest in his work are abe 
solutely necessary te make him the useful man he can be 
and should be, 

After years of repeated urging on the part of the Sec- 
retary of State, the following provision was introduced in- 
to the Diplomatic and Consular Appropriation Bill in 1902-1903. 

"For ten student interpreters at the legation to 
China, who shall be citisens of the United States, 
and whose duty it shall be to study the Chinese lan- 
guage with a view te supplying interpreters to the 
legations and consulates in China, at one thousand 
dollars each, ten thousand dellars; Provided, That 
said student interpreters shall be chosen in such 
manner as will make the selections nonpartisan, so 
Tar as may be consistent with aptness and fitness 
for the intended work; And provided further, That 
upon receiving such appointment each student inter- 
preter shall sign an agreement to continue in the 
service as interpreter to the legations and consul- 
ates in China so long as his said services may be 
required within a period of ten years: 

For the payment of the cost of tuition of student 
interpreters at the legation te China at therate of 
one hundred and twenty-five dollars per annum each, 

to be damediately available, one thousand two hundred 
and fifty dollars;* 

Under this authority, renewed annually since then, the 
Departu nt of State has appointed nine student interpre- 
ters, ranging in age from sixteen to well past thirty in 
the case of three, 

As to the appointees early education and fitness for 
the service, no special attention would seem to have been 
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paid, Three were graduates of universities or colleges, 
one had nearly completed his university course, one was 
a graduate of a military school, one had taken a course 
in pharmacy, two had just completed high school courses, 
and one (Smithers) had served in various Consular capa- 
cities in Japan and China; his early education is not 
known to this Legation but he was at least thirtyefive 
years of age. He resigned his position before leaving 
the United States. One appointee was a widower with 
children, 

Hone of the appointees could speak any foreign lane 
guage, although one had a slight knowledge of Spanish and 
another of German, All of them were practically depende 
ant on the very small salary that the position of student 
interpreter carries with its 

Since joining the Legation the condust of the students 


has been on the whole correct and their genera. deportment 


commendable, but the lack of careful early training is 
painfully manifest in some of them, and the boyishness 
of others and lack of keen interest or scholarly instinct 
makes me fear that they will not seek by continued study 
in the offices they now fill in the Consulates to raise 
their present standard of efficiency, unless rewards are 
held out for the studious and ambitious and punisiment 
for the lazy, If this is not done it seems a foregone 
conclusion that the former class of men will drop out of 
the service to take more lucerative positions just when 
they have become proficient and of real use te the Gove 
erment, their pledge to the Goverment notwithstanding, 
(one, the elderly craduate of the military ede, has 
already done sq, while the latter class will remain in 
it, doing their work in a prefunctery way and the governe 
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nent service will be no detterpif as well off SS before the 
office of "student interpreter" was created. 

I would suggest that the appointees should invariably 
be college graduates, of from twenty to twenty-four years | 
of age, single, of strong constitution, good deportment 
and with some knowledge of the world, A rudimentary 
knowledge of law, a thorough knowledge of English and a 
fair knowledge of French should be required of 411 of 
them. 

They should never be sent as interpreters to the 
Consulates until they have gone through at least two 
years of hard study in Pekings I find however that of 
the eight students who have been sent out from this Lega- 
tion only three have had two years of study here, the 
other five were sent to do interpreter's work in Consule 


ates after about fifteen months study, a period absolute- 
ly insufficient for acquiring the most rudimentary know- 
ledge of Chinese, let alone become interpreters, They 

simply became clerks in the Consulates to which they were 


sent. 

The examination after two years study having been 
passed and at least ninety points out of a possible 
hundred having been obtained, the student interpreter 
should be rated "Third Class Interpreter", and should be 
given an annual increase of $250.00, is , a salary of 
$1250.00 a years He should be assigned to duty by the 
Minister who should have the right to change the assign- 
ment when the interests of the service require, 

After two years in this grade he should pass a second 
examination, and if decided improvement is noted, a fure- 
ther increase of 6280, 00 e year, and the rank of "Junior 

_ Second Class Interpreter", Should be given hin- If decided 
progress ie not noticeable, the Third Class Interpreter 
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should be required after another period of two years to 
again submit to examination, and if it be then found that 
he has not made sufficient progress to justify promotion 
he should be dropped at once from the service. 

After a successful examination in the rank of "June 
ior Second Classe Interpreter", he should be made a 
"Senior Second Class Interpreter" with an additional allow- 
ance of $300.00 a year, is ., $1600.00 „ The grade of 
"First Class Interpreter" should only be given after at 
least six years of service in the inferior crades of 
interpreter, the period passed as student excluded. It 
should carry with it a salary of $2500.00, and the number 
of such "First Class Interpreters“ should not exceed 
three, to be stationed at the most important Consulates, 
1. %, Shanghai, Tientsin and Canton. 

Post graduate examinations, (is e., examinations 
after leaving Peking) should be broader and broader, each 
succeeding one more searching; they should bear among 
other subjects on international, common, criminal and 
admiralty law and Consular regulations, These examina~- 
tions should be taken at Peking and the Minister required 
to be one of the examiners, The interpreters should be 
allowed traveling expenses to Peking and back to the 
place of their residence, 

The paragraph in the appropriation act providing for 


student interpreters seems to mean that whenever the 


"student interpreter® has become proficient he may be 
taken for service as "interpreter", either in the Legation 
or in the Consulates in China, and he then ceases to be a 
"student interpreter” at a salary of one thousand dole 


Lars a year and becomes an *interpreter® at a salary paid 


for out of the item making appropriation for interpreters 
to Consulates in China, Japan and Korea,and fixed by the 
Department of State, As this latter item is and has been 
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for some years only $20,000 for China, Japan and Korea, 

the student interpreter, as the law now stands, has 

f absolutely no hope of bettering his condition on becoming 
an “interpreter® unless he be allowed to continue to draw 
his salary as “student interpreter” plus that portion of 
the appropriation for interpreters above mentioned, which 
has been assigned by the Department to the Consulate in 
which he is sent to serves, If thie method can be followed 
the apportionment of these amounts should only be made 
by the Department on the recommendation of the Legation, 
which will ascertain by the above outlined system of exame 
inations,the comparative degree of efficiency of the vare 
ious interpreters and advise increases or reductions of 
salary within the above mentioned limits, 

If however thig plan cannot be followed, I respecte 

fully submit that semething must be done to improve the 
positions of the young interpreters on their ceasing to 


be “student interpreters®, for I deem it a simple act of 


justice to these young men whe are now beginning their 
services as interpreters in China te say that it is ab- 
solutely impossible for them to live in the most modest 


way in any but the remotest parts of China on the salary 


now allowed them, To get from Peking to the posts assign- 
ed them, has taken in two recent cases, two months of 
their salary to defray traveling expenses, There are no 
poarding houses or cheap restaurants in the towns in 
which they will have to live, they must live in messes; 
everyone in the various little foreign communities at the 
ports lives in practically the same style, nowhere an ex- 
travagent one, but it is not such as the most thrifty 
young man can dream of keeping up on 588, 00 a month, 

The Government requires in this branch of the ser- 
vice men of good minds, ambitious, willing to work and to 
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work constantly, Some hope of reward must be held out to 
them, or the best of them will give up in despair before 
the period of ten years has expired, This present time 
when the eight "student interpreters" are beginning their 
careers as “interpreterse*® seems to be the best te think 
what can be done for thems I most sincerely hope that 
something can, for T would be greatly distressed to see a 
scheme in whieh the late Secretary of State took such con- 
stant interest end in failure,

Sir: 
I have the honor to report progress on the new Lega- 
tion Buildings since the date of my last report, March 31. 
Placing the interior finish in the second stories 


of the Minister's residence and the Chancery building 


is nearing completion. Plastering in the main building 


will be completed within three weeks from date and plac- 


ing the interior finish will immediately follow. The 
entire heating system, except placing radiators and asbes- 
tos pipe covering, is done and all plumbing is completed 


except placing fixtures. All buildings are wired for 


electric lights and bells and sewerage to the limit of 


metal piping is in place. Terra cotta sewerage and cess- 
pools will be constructed at once. The artesian well, 
under the terms of the contract, is to be completed by 
the 25th instant. 

The greater part of the granite for use in the Gate 
House is cut and the building will probably be put under 
contract within the week, Bids for the construction of 
the stables will also be opened in a few days. Electric 
light fixtures have been ordered from San Francisco and 
it is hoped they may reach Peking by the time the build- 
ings are ready for occupancy. 

A portion of the furniture for the buildings for which 
Congress appropriated $20,000.00 has been received much 
of it ina badly damaged condition, amd one box of the 
shipment missing. : The damage all appears to be the re- 

d gult of bad packing and insufficient bracing of the pack- 
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The annoying delay of a portion of the work owing to 
the failure of American contractors to send sufficient 


tin continues, but word has just been received that the 
shipment of tin has arrived at Taku. Three boxes of 
plate glass sent from the same contractors, the Warren 


Mfg. Co, of Chicago, to replace glass broken in first 
shipment have arrived and I regret to report that a 
fifth of this was broken in transit. 


It has been decided 
to purchase what glass may be had in Shanghai or in Japan 
rather than wait for another shipment from America; the 
cost thereof to be deducted from the amount that would 
have been due contractors. 


Following are the contracts entered into since my 


last report: 
Painting, two coats, all exterior galvanized iron 


work and tin, including all roofs, cornices, balustrades 
and rain spouts, Chao Chung, $725.00 Mex., and 

Plaster mouldings, contractor furnishing all materials 
for the main building, $800.00 (Mex) and for as much 
eight inch cornice as may be used in the smaller build- 
ings, contractor to receive therefore at the rate of 
$4.50 Mex. per fang of fou ten lineal feet. Painting 
all woodwork and tinting all ceilings of main building, 
2nd floor, except halls, Chao Chung $465.00 Mex. 

Cutting Gate House stone work, including setting 
same in walls, $864.00. 
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As it was desirable to get rid of the packing boxes 
in which materials came from the Warren Mfg. Co., con- 


tractors for interior finish, bids were obtained and the 
lot sold to the highest bidder for $250.00 Mex. and the 
amount credited to the building fund.

I have the honor to report that on Sunday, July 2nd, 
I accepted in the name of the United States the new Chinese 
Proposals for the settlemnt of the indemity stipulated by 
Article VI of the Final Protocol of September 7th, 1901. The 
representatives of the other Governments concerned signed 
their assent collectively at the same time, so that the new 
an, which goes into effect at ono now taken the 
place of 2 original agreement.} I signed under the instruce 
tion of our Department to accept a solution which met with the 
unanimous consent of the other powers, nd, aid this the 
more readily, as the present measure is certainly more equita- 
ble and lese burdensome to China. The advantages derived 
from its substitution are, in the first place, that China, finding 
herself compelled to admit that the indemnity is a gold debt, 
is mow enabled to cancel the arrears which have accumulated 
while the question was still open by a payment of 8,000,000 
taels, which is 1,412,350 taels less than the lowest estimate 
made of her indebtedness,on this account, under the former ar- 
rangement, In the second place,she is placed in a more advan- 
tageous position as regards interest allowéd to her on paye 
ments in advanog both on interest and amortisatio#=? but, by rar 
the most important gain to China is in the fact that she is 
now enabled te make all future payments in gold directly to 
the Governments concerned, by means of telegraphic transferg, 
bought where she choose in the open markesy and thus doing away 
with the iniquitous system of calculating her payments on the 
basis of an artificial rate of exchange established arbitrar- 
ily by the pasa een. 


I enclose copies of my notes to Prince Ch'ing and my Col- 
leagues with regard to the acceptance of the Chinese proposals, 
the terms of which will be forwarded by the next mail. 

I also acknowledge receipt of Instruction No.8 of May 
Ist, 1905, with regard to payment by telegraphic transfer, 
and enclose a copy of my note on this subject. 

This change in the provision of the Final Protocol with 
regard to the payment of the indemnity has already been 
communicated officially to the Bankers Commission, and I 
too have sent a notification of it to our delegate.

FINAL PROTOCOL 


The Plenipotentiaries of Germany, His Excellency M. A. Mumm 
von Schwarzenstein; of Austria-Hungary, His Excellency M. Ma. 
Czikann von Wahlborn; of Belgium, His Excellency M. Joostens; 
of Spain, His Excellency M. B. J. de Cologan; of the United States, 
His Excellency M. W. W. Rockhill; of France, His Excellency M. 
Paul Beau; of Great Britain, His Excellency Sir Ernest Satow; of 
Italy, His Excellency Marquis Salvago Raggi; of Japan, His Excel- 
lency M. Jutaro Komura; of Russia, His Excellency M. M. de Giers; 
and of China, His Highness Yi-Kuang Prince King of the first rank, 
President of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, and His Excellency, 
Li Hung-chang, Karl of Su-i of the first rank, Tutor of the Heir 
Apparent, Grand Secretary of the Wen-hua Throne Hall, Minister 
of Commerce, Superintendent of the Northern Trade, Governor- 
General of Chihli, have met for the purpose of declaring that China 
has complied to the satisfaction of the Powers with the conditions 
laid down in the Note of the 22nd of December, 1900, and which 
were accepted in their entirety by His Majesty the Emperor of China 
in a Decree dated the 27th of December 1900. (Annex No. 1) 


ARTICLE 1 


By an Imperial Edict of the oth of June, last, (Annex No. 2), 
Tsai Feng, Prince Chiin, was appointed Ambassador of His Majesty 
the Emperor of China, and directed in that capacity to convey to

His Majesty the German Emperor the expression of the regrets of His 
Majesty the Emperor of China and of the Chinese Government for 
„the assassination of His Excellency the late Baron von Ketteler, 


German Minister. 
Prince Chiin left Peking the 12th of July last to carry out the 


orders which had been given him. 


ArTicte I> 


The Chinese Government has stated that it will erect on the spot 
of the assassination of H. E. the late Baron von Ketteler a commem- 
orative monument, worthy of the rank of the deceased, and bearing” 
an inscription in the Latin, German and Chinese languages, which 


shall express the regrets of H. M. the Emperor of China for the 
murder committed. 

Their Excellencies the Chinese Plenipotentiaries have informed 
His Excellency the German Plenipotentiary, in a letter dated the 
22nd of july, last, (Annex No. 3) that an arch of the whole width of 
the street would be erected on the said spot, and that work on it was 
begun the 2sth of June, last. 


ArTicLe II* 


Imperial Edicts of the 13th and zist of February, 1901 (Annexes 
Nos. 4, § and 6), inflicted the following punishments on the princi- 
pal authors of the outrages and crimes committed against the For- 
eign Governments and their nationals: 

Tsai-I Prince Tuan, and Tsai Lan Duke Fu-kuo, were sentenced 
to be brought before the Autumnal Court of Assize for execution, 
and it was agreed that if the Emperor saw fit to grant them their 
lives, they should be exiled to Turkestan and there imprisoned for 
life, without the possibility of commutation of these punishments. 
_ Tsai Hsiin Prince Chuang, Ying-Nien, President of the Court 
of Censors, and Chao Shu-Chiao, President of the Board of Punish- 
ments, were condemned to commit suicide. 

Yui Hsien, Governor of Shanhsi, Chi Hsiu, President of the 
Board of Rites, and Hsii Cheng-yu, formerly Senior Vice President 
of the Board of Punishments, were condemned to death. 

Posthumous degradation was inflicted on Kang Yi, Assistant 
Grand Secretary, President of the Board of Works, Hsu Tung, 
Grand Secretary, and Li Ping-heng, formerly Governor General of 
Szu-ch'uan. 

An Imperial Edict of February 13th, 1901 (Annex No. 7) rehabili- 
tated the memories of Hsu Yung-yi, President of the Board of War, 
Li-Shan, President of the Board of Works, Hsu Ching-cheng, 
Senior Vice President of the Board of Works, Lien Yuan, Vice 


— 
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Chancellor of the Grand Council, and Yuan Chang, Vice President 
. of the Court of Sacrifices, who had been put to death for having 
protested against the outrageous breaches of International law of 
last year. 

Prince Chuang committed suicide the 21st of February, 1901, 
Ying Nien and Chao Shu-chiao the 24th, Vu Hsien was executed 
the sand, Chi Hsiu and Hsti Cheng-yu on the 26th. Tung Fu- 
hsiang, General in Kan-su, has been deprived of his office by Impe- 
rial Edict of the 13th of February, 1901, pending the determination 
of the final punishment to be inflicted on him. 

Imperial Edicts dated the 2gth of April and igth of August 
1901, have inflicted various punishments on the provincial officials 
convicted of the crimes and outrages of last Summer. 


AR Tic II“ 


An Imperial Edict promulgated the igth of August, 1901 (Annex 
No. 8), ordered the suspension of official examinations for five years 
in all cities where foreigners were massacred or submitted to cruel 


treatment. 
ArtTicte III 


So as to make honorable reparation for the assassination of Mr. 
Sugiyama, Chancellor of the Japanese Legation, His Majesty the 
Emperor of China by an Imperial Edict of the 18th of June 1901 
(Annex No. 9), appointed Na Tung, Vice President of the Board of 
Finances, to be his Envoy Extraordinary and specially directed him 
to convey to His Majesty the Emperor of Japan the expression of 
the regrets of H. M. the Emperor of China and of his Government 
at the assassination of the late Mr. Sugiyama. 


Articie IV 


The Chinese Government has agreed to erect an expiatory mon- 
ument in each of the foreign or international cemeteries which were 
desecrated and in which the tombs were destroyed. 

It has been agreed with the Representatives of the Powers that 
the Legations interested shall settle the details for the erection of 
these monuments, China bearing all the expenses thereof, estimated 
at ten thousand taels for the cemeteries at Peking and in its aeighbor- 
hood, and at five thousand taels for the cemeteries in the provinces. 
The amounts have been paid and the list of these cemeteries is 
enclosed herewith. (Annex No. 10). 


ARTICLE V. 


China has agreed to prohibit the importation into its territory of 
arms and ammunition, as well as of materials exclusively. used for 
the manufacture of arms and ammunition. 
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An Imperial Edict has been issued on the 25th of August, 1901, 
(Annex No. 11), forbidding said importation for a term of two years. 
New Edicts may be issued subsequently extending this by other 
successive terms of two years in case of necessity recognized by the 


Powers. 
Articie VI. 


By an Imperial Edict dated the 29th of May, 190 (Annex No. 
12), His Majesty the Emperor of China agreed to pay the Powers 
an indemnity of Four hundred and fifty millions of Haikwan taels. 

This sum represents the total amount of the indemnities for 
States, Companies or Societies, private individuals and Chinese re- 
ferred to in Article VI of the Note of December 22nd, 1900. 

(a) These Four hundred and fifty millions constitute a gold debt 
calculated at the rate of the Haikwan Tael to the gold currency of 
each country, as indicated below.

This sum in gold shall bear interest at 4 per cent. per annum, 
and the capital shall be reimbursed by China in thirty-nine years, in 
the manner indicated in the annexed plan of amortization. (Annex 
No. 13). Capital and interest shall be payable in gold or at the 
rates of exchange corresponding to the dates at which the different 
payments fall due. 

The amortization shall commence the ist of January, 1902, and 
shall finish at the end of the year 1940. The amortizations are pay- 
able annually, the first payment being fixed on the rst of January, 
1903. 

Interest shall run from the rst of July, 1901, but the Chinese 
Government shall have the right to pay off within a term of three 
years beginning January 1902 the arrears of the first six months 
ending the 31st of December 1901, on condition, however, that it 
pays Compound interest at the rate of four per cent. per annum on 
the sums the payments of which shall have thus been deferred. 

Interest shall be payable semi-annually, the first payment being 
fixed on the ist of July 1902. | 

{b) The service of the debt shall take place in Shanghai, in the

for that purpose, to divide it among the interested parties and to 
a receipt for the same. 

e The Chinese Government shall deliver to the Doyen of the 

, Diplomatic Corps at Peking a bond for the lump sum, which shall 

subsequently be converted into fractional bonds bearing the signa- 
tures of the delegates of the Chinese Gqvernment designated for that 
purpose. This operation and all those relating to.-issuing of the 
bonds shall be performed by the above mentioned commission, in 
accordance with the instructions which the Powers shall send their 
delegates. 

(d) The proceeds of the revenues assigned to the payment of the 
bonds shall be paid monthly to the Commission. 

(e) The revenues assigned as security for the bonds are the 
following: 

t. The balance of the revenues of the Imperial Maritime Cus- 
toms after payment of the interest and amortization of preceding 
loans secured on these revenues, plus the proceeds of the raising to 
five per cent. effective of the present tariff on maritime imports, 
including articles until now on the free list, but exempting foreign 
rice, céreals, and flour, gold and silver bullion and coin. 

a. The revenues of the Native Customs, administered in the open 
ports by the Imperial Maritime Customs; 

3. The total revenues of the salt gabelle, exclusive of the fraction 
previously set aside for other foreign loans. 

The raising of the present tariff on imports to five per cent. 
effective is agreed to on the conditions mentioned below. It shall 
be put in force two months after the signing of the present protocol, 
and no exceptions shall be made except for merchandise shipped 
not more than ten days after the said signing. 

t. All duties levied on imports ad valorem shall be converted as 
far as possible and as soon as may be into specific duties. 

This conversion shall be made in the following manner: The 
average value of merchandise at the time of their landing during 
the three years 1897, 1898 and 1899, that is to say, the market price 
less the amount of import duties and incidental expenses shall be 
taken as the basis for the valuation of merchandise. 

Pending the result of the work of conversion, duties shall be 
levied ad valorem 

2. The beds of the Rivers Peiho and Whangpoo shall be im- 
proved with the financial participation of China. 
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Articie VII 


The Chinese Government has agreed that the quarter occupied 
by the Legations shall be considered as one specially reserved for 
their use and placed under their exclusive control, in which Chinese 
shall not have the right to reside and which may be made defensible. 

The limits of this quarter have been fixed as follows on the an- 
nexed plan: (Annex No. 14) 

On the West, the line 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 

On the North, the line 5, 6, 7, 8. 9, 10 

On the East, Ketteler Street (10, 11, 12) 

On the South the line 12.1, drawn along the exterior base of 
the Tartar Wall and following the line of the bastions. 

In the Protocol annexed to the letter of the 16th of January, 1901, 
China recognized the right of each Power to maintain a permanent 
guard in the said quarter for the defense of its Legation. 


Articte VIII 


The Chinese Government has consented to raze the forts of Taku 
and those which might impede free communication between Peking 
and the sea; steps have been taken for carrying this out. 


ArtTicLte IX 


The Chinese Government has conceded the right to the Powers 
in the Protocol annexed to the letter of the 16th of January 1901 
to Occupy certain points, to be determined by an agreement between 
them for the maintenance of open communication between the 
Capital and the sea. The points occupied by the Powers are: 

Huang-tsun, Lang-fang, Yang-tsun, Tien-tsin, Chun-liang Cheng, 
Tong-ku, Lu-tai, Tong-shan, Lan-chou, Chang-li, Ch'in-wang Tao, 
Shan-hai-Kuan. 

ARTICLE X 


The Chinese Government has agreed to post and to have pub- 
lished during two years in all district cities the following Imperial 
Edicts: 

(a) Edict of the ist of February, 1901 (Annex No. 15), prohibit- 
ing for ever, under pain of death, membership in any anti-foreign 
society. 

(b) Edicts of the 13th and 21st February, 29th April and 19th 
August, enumerating the punishments inflicted on the guilty; 

(c) Edict of the r9th August, 1901, prohibiting examinations in 
all cities where foreigners were massacred or subjected to cruel 
treatment. 

(d) Edict of the rst of February, 1901 (Annex No. 16) declaring 
all Governors-General, Governors and Provincial or local officials 
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responsible for order in their respective districts, and that in case of 
new anti-foreign troubles or other infractions of the treaties which 
shall “ot be immediately repressed and the authors of which shall 
not have been punished, these officials shall be immediately dis- 
missed without possibility of being given new functions or new 
honors. 

The posting of these Edicts is being carried on throughout the 
Empire. 

ArTicLe XI 


The Chinese Government has agreed to negotiate the amend- 
ments deemed necessary by the Foreign Governments to the Treaties 
of Commerce and Navigation and the other subjects concerning com- 
mercial relations with the object of facilitating them. 

At present, and as a result of the stipulation contained in Article 
Vi concerning the indemnity, the Chinese Government agrees to 
assist in the improvement of the courses of the rivers Peiho and 
Whangpoo, as stated below. 

(a) The works for the improvement of the navigability of the 
Peiho, begun in 1898 with the co-operation of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, have been resumed under the direction of an International 
Commission. As soon as the administration of Tientsin shall have 
been handed back to the Chinese Government it will be in a position 
to be represented on this Commission, and will pay each year a sum 
of Sixty thousand Haikwan Taels for maintaining the works. 

(b) A Conservancy Board, charged with the management and 
control of the works for straightening the Whangpoo and the im- 
provement of the course of that river is hereby created. 

This Board shall consist of members representing the interests 
of the Chinése Government and those of foreigners in the shipping 
trade of Shanghai. 

The expenses incurred for the works and the general manage- 
ment of the undertaking are estimated at the annual sum of Four 
hundred and sixty thousand Haikwan Taels for the first twenty 
years. This sum shall be supplied in equal portions by the Chinese 
Government and the foreign interests concerned. Detailed stipu- 
lations concerning the composition, duties and revenues of the 
Conservancy Board are embodied in Annex No. 17. 


ArTicLE XII 


An Imperial Edict of the 24th of July 1901 (Annex No. 18), re- 
formed the Office of Foreign Affairs, Tsung-li Yamen, on the lines 
indicated by the Powers, that is to say, transformed it into a Minis- 
try of Foreign Affairs (Wai-wu Pu), which takes precedence over 
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the six other Ministries of State; the same Edict appointed the 


’ 


principal members of this Ministry. 
An agreement has also been reached concerning the modification 


of Court ceremonial as regards the reception of Foreign Representa- 
tives and has been the subject of several notes from the Chinese 
Plenipotentiaries, the substance of which is embodied in a memo- 
randum herewith annexed (Annex No. 19). 

Finally, it is expressly understood that as regards the declara- 
tions specified above and the annexed documents originating with 
the Foreign Plenipotentiaries, the French text only is authoritative. 

The Chinese Government having thus complied to the satisfac- 
tion of the Powers with the conditions laid down in the above men- 
tioned Note of December 22nd, 1900, the Powers have agreed to 
accede to the wish of China to terminate the situation created by 
the disorders of the summer of 1900. lu consequence thereof the 
Foreign Plenipotentiaries are authorized to declare in the names of 
their Governments that, with the exception of the Legation guards 
mentioned in Article VII, the International troops will completely 
evacuate the City of Peking on the 17th September, 1901, and, with 
the exception of the localities mentioned in Article IX, will with- 
draw from the Province of Chihli on the 22d of September 1901. 

The present Final Protocol has been drawn up in twelve identic 
copies and signed by all the Plenipotentiaries of the contracting coun- 
tries. One copy shall be given to each of the Foreign Plenipoten- 
tiaries, and one copy shall be given to the Chinese Plenipotentiaries.

With regard to the enclosed Edict Mr. Williams, 
the Chinese Secretary of this Legation, has prepared the 
following note; : 


8 "In 1901 a special commission, consisting of 
the Grand Council and four other high officials was 


appointed to consider and recommend new methods of 
administration. Since that time various reforms 
have been recommended and Miete issued ordering their 
adoption, but, as the present Edict recites, noth- 
ing of any consequence has been accomplished. The 
Bdict notes distinctly the principal source of weak- 
Chinese Government, that is the ineffi- 
ciency of the officials, who, though they may be 
Classical scholars, have had no training 
whatever to fit them to cope with the difficult 
problems that demand solution today. 
mne appointment of these four prominent officials 
. * 


to go abroad and study foreign administrative meth- 
ods, is made in response to the joint memorial of 
the Viceroys, Yuan Shihek'ai (ef Chihli) and Chou ru 
(Nanking) and other high officials, among whom, it is 
understood Governor Tuan-fang was one. It is a 
course which the Metropolitan Viceroy, Yuan Shih-k'ai, 
has consistently recommended for four years past. His 
own earnestness in the matter has been shown, not 
only by the appointment and support of numerous stu- 
dents who have gone to Japan and elsewhere to study, 
but more recently by a general order, directing that 
henceforth all officials appointed to the posts of 
District or Department Magistrates in his province 
will be required, without exception, to spend three 
months traveling in Japan and studying Japm ese 
methods of Government, and te make a detailed report 
of their observations, before they will be permitted 
to take up their poste. These officials are required 
to travel at their own expense, and no excuse will be 
accepted for failure to comply with the order. Among 
the hundred questions awaiting settlement are those 
connected with the financial administration, parti- 
cularly that of a uniform coinage, and connected with 
it, the establishment of a National Bank, and it is 
significant that two of the four men being sent 
abroad are members of the Board of Revenue, and who 
were associated with Professor J. . Jenks in the 
consideration of the plans suggested by him for the 
reform of the currency. 
One recent memorial has recommended that steps 
be taken to introduce a parliamentary form of gov- 
erment, According to the memorial twelve years are 
to 
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to be allowed for preparation, after which a General 
Assembly is to be elected. It is greatly to be 
feared that even in twelve years China will not be 
ready for so great a change, but China has the example 
of Japan before her, and a thousand students in Japan, 
who with a large mumber of young men in the provin- 
ces are said to be urging the adoption of such a 
measure. It is reported that this is one reason 
for the adoption of the course under discussion. 
The four men appointed belong to the younger 
officials, have already proved themselves to be of 
superior ability, and are likely soon to be called 
to posts of great responsibility. One, the Duke 
Teaietse, is an Imperial Clansman; Tai Hung-tz'u 
is a Cantonese, He was Sub-Chancelor of the Grand 
Secretariat in 1900, Senior Vice President of the 
Board of Punishments in 1901, and at present is Junior 
Moe President of the Board of Revenue. Hsfi Shih- 
ch'ang is also a Vice President of the Board of Ro- 
venue, and has recently been promoted over the heads 
of older men to a seat in the Grand Council. He was 
one of the ablest men on the commission to consult 
with Professor Jenks, and showed himself quick to 
understand and appreciate the American scheme, He 
and Tai worked together on this commission. Tuan- 
Tang is the well-known Governor of Hunan, who was re- 
cently Acting Viceroy of Hunan and Hupeh, and later 
Acting Viceroy of the Liang Kiang at Nankin. In 
1896 he was a strong supporter of the Euperor's re- 
form policy, but managed by his tact to save himself 
from the punishment that overtook his fellows on the 
successful frustration of their plans, and was later 
made 
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made Treasurer of the province of Shensi, where he 
was Acting Governor during the troubles of 1000, and 
day his strong attitude against the "Boxer" folly, 
secured the safety of every foreigner in the prov- 
ince, He has therefore a fine record as a pro- 
gressive and efficient official."

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TRANSLATION OF IMPERIAL EDICT, PEKING GAZETTE, JULY 16. 


Just at present public interests encounter many diffi- 
culties, and there are a hundred matters awaiting adjust- 
ment. The Court has repeatedly announced in plain speech 
that earnest efforts must be made to introduce reforms 
with a resolute purpose to restore prosperity. During the 
past few years plans have indeed been made, but as yet, 
no actual reform has been accomplished. The reason for 
this may all be summed up in one; the officials responsi- 
ble for the execution of the plans, not having informed 
themselves, have not been able to thoroughly understand 
what had to be done. How can they ever raise China from 
her present condition of weakness, and deliver her from 
the dangers inte mich she has fallen, if they continue 
to cover up their deficiencies by a mere show of words, 
as they appear to be doing! 

WE now,therefore expressly designate, Duke Tsai-tse, 
Tai Hung-tz'u, Had Shih-ch'ang, and Tuan-fang, accompanied 
by the necessary staff of officials, to separately visit 
various foreign conutries, East and West, to inquire into 
their methods of government, in the hope that we may thus 
be able to select and adopt the best. Hereafter WE shall 
elect other compznies of officials and send them abroad 
also. Each official so deputed shall choose subjects 
for inyestigation, as circumstances may suggest, make their 
investigations with care, and prepare a report, making 
recommendations of the measures that should be adopted. 
Let there be no failure to execute the work intrusted to 
them. Let the Board of Foreign Affairs and the Board of 
Revenue consult “together and report to US the best method 

of providing the expenses of these officials.

The Department will note that under this arrangement 
there will be no duties for the Commission of Bankers to 
discharge, as henceforth China will make payments, on the 
dates fixed by the Protocol, to each of the Powers of the 
amounts specified in the table of amortization attached 
thereto. It would seem that this only necessitates that 
the Chinese Government, or rather the Shanghai Taotai,

We have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
ithe letter which Your Highness was pleased to send us under 
date of July 2) 1905, in response to the joint. Note of 
the representatives of ‘the Powers, dated July 26th, 1904, con- 
cerning the payment of the indemnity. 

In it you say: “The 26th of last July we had the honor 
to receive the joint e Note in which the representatives of 
Germany , Austria-Hungary, Belgium, Spain, France, Great 
Britain, Italy, Japan, the Netherlands and Russia submitted to 
us proposals — the terms of the payment of the in- 
demnity. 

‘ * We have examined these proposals with the greatest care. 
After having discussed them at various times, both orally and 
in writing, with the Minister of Belgium and other Ministers, 
we are at present in a position to submit to the interested 
Powers, with a request that they will be pleased to accept 
them, final arrangements relating both to the settlement of 
the arrears and to future payments. 

‘ Having admitted that the sum of 450,000,000 of Taels is 

a gold debt, that is to say that for each Haikuan Tael owed 

to each of the Powers China must pay the amount in gold indi- 
cated in Article 6 of the Final Protocole as the equivalent of 
a Tael, we undertake: 

4 1. To extinguish by means of a lump sum of 8,000, 000 
Protocol Taels the total amount of the debt to the Powers cal- 
culated on account of payments in silver during the years 
elapsed down to the first of January, 1905. The division of 
this lump sum among the Powers will be made pro rata of the sums 
remaining due to each one of them on the first of January,1905. 
As to these latter amounts , which will be determined on the 
basis of the conversion into gold of the semi-annual balance 


due, and eo 1 * re in Haikuan Protocol Taels, 
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we beg the Ministers to please inform us of the said amounts 
so that the payments can be made by telegraphic transfers di- 
rectly into the hands of each Power within a delay of 15 days 
from the acceptance of the present proposals. These 8,000,000 
Taels will bear interest at 4% per annum from the first of 
January, 1905, until the date of payment. 

1 2. To sign the national bonds as soon as the Powers 
shall have given their consent to our proposals. 

11 3. To make in the future, on the last day of each month, 
equal payments on the total of the sum to be paid each year 


for interest and amortization and which is fixed by the table 
of amortization annexed to the national bonds. We e 
however, the Powers to consent that China shall deduct at the 
end of each half-yearly period, at the rate of 4% a year, the 
interest on these payments from the date on which they shall 
have been made until the last day of the half-yearly period. 
a China will make these payments on the above mentioned 
basis and which fixes the relative value of the HaikuanPro- 
tocol Taels to the value of the money of each country, either 
in silver, according to the price of silver in the London mar- 
ket, or in drafts 49 gold, or finally in telegraphic transfers, 
according to the wishes of the Powers. China shall be at li- 
berty to secure the drafts or telegraphic transfers on the 
best terms she can secure in all places, and no matter in 
which Bank at the cheapest rates, or by bids, so long as the 
payments in gold shall be made directly into the hands of each 
Power on the day they fall due. It is understood that China 
is responsible for the exact settlement of the transfers and 
drafts. Hach Power in accepting the present proposal shall 
inform the Chinese Govermment which of the three methods of 
payment enumerated above is selected for the settlement of 


its debt. 
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„ ae to the amounts in silver which have been handed 
to the Commission of Bankers from the first of January, 1905,

We have submitted these proposals to our respective Gov- 
ermuents, which, after having examined them in, spirit of 
friendlinéss, have given their assent thereto. 

In consequence thereof we have the honor to inform Your 
Excellency that we accept the final settlement proposed by 
Your Excellency in your letter of today. 

It is understood that Article IV of the present arrange- 
ment shall be applied in an equitable manner. 

Your Excellency will find hereto attached the table con- 
cerning the division of the 8,000,000 of Taels which you ex- 
press the desire to have. ;

Minister said he would at once telegraph to Amoy for a 
report and that,if facts were es stated,he would at once 
comply with all my requests. mich were perfectly proper. 
He would also at once confer with the Prince of Ch'ing 
concerning the issuance of proclamations throughout the 
provinces to stop the boycott movement, which he qualified 
as foolish in the extreme and much to be regretted. I 
told him that I would expect an answer in thirty-six hours, 
after which, if nothing was done 1 would have to take 
such action as the circumstances might demand. 

I have little doubt but that this matter will be 
promptiy and satisfactorily arrpnge and that its occur- 
rence may prove beneficial and hasten action on the part 
of the Imperial Goverment putting an end to the boycott 
movement.

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I also acknowledge your letters No. 32 of July 12th and 
No. 35 of the 135th on the subject. The Chamber of Commerce, 
which is the moving spirit in the agitation, seems to have as- 
sumed for itself diplomatic functions and demands assurances 
with regard to a treaty now under discussion between its govern- 
ment and ours, These assurances can only be given to it by its 
own government. I can no more make terms with it than the 
Chinese Minister in Washington could make terms with a labor 
union. If it has anything to propose with regard to the new 
treaty it must be done through regular channels, that is to 

say through the Foreign Office at Peking. This is the situation 
officially stated. Speaking unofficially, the Chamber of Com- 
merce has probably much more infiuence over commercial relations 
than the Central Govermment, and if it organizes a boycott our 
trade may suffer very much in consequence, but the only way 
that the question can be handled is by bringing Government 
pressure to bear on the boycotters and by arguing with them and 
persuading them unofficially. The arguments on our side are 
that they are fighting against a condition which is not contem- 
plated in the proposed treaty, and by this fight they will only 
injure those in the United States who are best disposed toward 
them. The ene chensut on the Pacific coast does not 
care in the least whether American goods are sold in China or 
not. If the Chinese, by their actions, succeed in stopping 
trade they will suffer because they will forced to buy the same 
goods at less advantage elsewhere, and their country will suf- 
fer because the sympathies of the Govermment which have so far 
stood China in good stead will be alienated. These consider- 
ations are simply to suggest the line of reasoning which could 
be adopted, but in your attitude there should be nothing sug- 
gesting a threat.

The arguments which I outlined 
in this instruction can easily be elaborated by you and should, 
it would seem, show to those who are honestly desiring to 
serve the interests of their people in the United States that 
the proposed boycott cannot bring about the desired end. 

The Legation has every reason to believe that the nego- 
tiations which it has conducted for the last six weeks with 
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treaty to take the place of the treaty of 1894, will prove 

shortly successful. This treaty, when finally agreed upon 

here, will be transmitted to the Department of State at 

Washington, and I hope that it will before the next session of 

Congress have been elaborated into a formal treaty which can be 

submitted to the Senate.

Your petitioners, the three hundred and fiity Chinese teachers aud students of the 
Chinese College, Foochow, China, in the matter of requesting the modification of the Ex- 
Treaty on its expiration, the restoration of Chinese liberty in America, and the vindication 
equal rights in your honorable country, beg to submit the following :— 


1. Your petitioners have been much influenced by the discipline of Christianity introduced 
your honorable country since they received fostering and instruction from the American people 
have at least possessed the spirit of gratitude. As human beings, they have a direct responsi- 

to their government; a» subjects, they have a duty to fulfill towards their government. 

Therefore six months before the expiration of the Exclusion Act, they hasten to protest against 
Exclusion Treaty enacted by your honorable country and the ill-treatment of Chinese by 
rican which bring not only a disgrace to the dignity of China, but cast a blot on the civilization 

ir honorable country. Iu considering the races of the world, no matter how ignorant and 

how base the Chinese may seem to be, still they are not inferior to the negroes. With the cost of 
your own blood, you maintained for them equal rights, released them from slavery and let them en- 
y the privileges of liberty. This forms one of the grandest and most glorious enterprises in the 
of the world! How is it that in the case of the Chinese, you enacted an Exclusion Law,

For this, the four hundred million brethren 
have been deeply grateful. Why, on tue other hand, do you oppress the Chinese by introducing 
the Exclusion Acts with which no country has ever oppressed Chinese in like manner as you, and 
no country has ever received such ill-treatment from you as has China? Chinese people constitute 
Muna; if you acknowledge China as your friend why do you, disregarding the derision of othe: 
wers, practice such unkind and oppressive acts which mean that your friend is deprived of liberty 
equal rights ? 
| 3. The maintenauce cf peace in the East by your honorable country, regardless of pains. is 
) keep the Open Door policy which is the essential of commerce. The vitality of commerce 


lies, it is universally admitted, in industry and if you unduly restrict Chinese industry or labor i, 
your country, you narrow your commerce in China because when the Chinese are excluded, in self 
defence, they might, with all their efforts, try to boycott American goods. The result will be tha: 
no Chinese will use American goods or products. When you exclude Chinese from your country, 
it means no less that you exclude your commerce from China. 


4. Your country has professed to be a Christian country and has been acknowledged 2. 
such and the fundamental principle of Christianity is to ‘Love God and thy neighbour as thyself 
In obedience to the command of the Lord Jesus, you have sent out missionaries to all parts of the 
world and even into the Celestical Empire’ to proclaim the ‘good tidings’. Noe doubt your'trtist is 
sacred and your motive, not only laudable but honorable. The people of China do not read as much 
as your people do, but they watch carefully the deeds of the missionaries and the treatment which 
their home country gives to the Chinese to whom you have preached ‘Love thy neighbour as thy. 
self’. They do not quite understand why your people in China preach the doctrine of Love, while 
in America you treat Chinese worse than any other nation, nay, even the negroes! If you really 
love God you must prove your love to Him by first loving the brethren whom you can see on this 
earth, then the words which proceed from the mouths of your missionaries will have signal force in 
the minds of Chinese. For ‘example speaks louder than words’ and it is ‘deeds not words’ that have 
a secret influence over the people. | 


5. Your honorable country has, since the opening of your history, the reputation of ‘daring 
to do right, daring to stand alone’ as it was show? to all the world in the War with England when 
you claimed, and insisted upon securing, equal rights. The tree of liberty was planted and the bel! 
of liberty was rung in America, but the branches of the tree have extended and the sotnd of the 
bell has echoed in Cuba. The people of Cuba, awakened by the sound of the bell of liberty, and 
long impatient under the yoke of Spain, attempted to throw off the yoke. By the brave and un 
daunted assistance of your country, they have become independent at your cost. The question of 
slavery which caused the Civil Wat in your country is another instance which proved that you 
would brave any dangers and diffictilties to do right rather than to have it forfeited by any man or 
nation. The integrity of China during the crisis of a few years ago is said to have been 
preserved by your honorable country. If such good and praiseworthy courage has been the object 
of your government; if you dared to stand against England on the question of Taxation without 
Representation; if you challenged Spain to fight on the Independence of Cuba; and if you dared to 
oppose Slavery among your fellow-countrymen with the cost of your life: your petitioners have fait! 
to believe that in the recasting of the Exclusion Acts your honorable country will maintain her 
reputation for righteousness and deal fairly with the Chinese government.

In view of the preceding statem<nts, your petitioners respectfully beg to submit the follow- 
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1. Objecting that auy discrimination should be made between immigrants, aud travellers 
‘rom China, or Chinese residents in America, and those from)any other country. 

2. That no discrimination shall be made between the examinations or measurements 
of Chinese and those from any other country at por’s of entry. The naked examinatious of Chinese 
shall be discontinued. 

3. That the buildings provided for the shelter of Chinese immigrants awaiting examination at 
ports of entry shall be the same as those provided for the shelter of the people from any other coun- 
try. No buildings such as water houses shali be specially erected for Chinese aloue and in case of 
sickness, Chinese’ shall be allowed the attendance of physicians just as the people from any ot ber 


country. 


4. That Chinese immigrants having obtained pass-ports signed by American consuls residing 


in China are entitled to admittance without being hampered by all sorts of troubles or difficulties, 
and the examinations of pass-ports and of persous shall be made within a week from the time of 
their arrival at ports of entry. 

5. That in the hearing and examifation of Chinese immigrants and pass-ports, friends aud 
relatives of the immigrant may be allowed to be present and, in case of disapproval, the immigrant 
may be allowed to engage a lawyer to make au appeal, and that his petition shall not pass through 
the hands of the original examiuer. 

6. That no objections shall be made to Chinese students iu America as to their choice of 
study and their choice of schools, and the school <xpenses being defraye’ by the students them- 
selves, restrictidns limiting the amount of ready money shall be the same as those for students from 
any other country. Chinese students may be allowed to work outside of school hours to support 
themselves while pursuing their education, if they find it neccessary tu do so, without being regarded 
o coolies or prohibited laborers. 

7. That besides the favored classes, as writers, cooks, laundrymeu, partners, business meu, 
and skilled mechanics, all manayers, treasurers, buyers, sellers, clerks, accountants, agents, tailors 
apprentices, and proprietors of restaurants and boarding houses, manufacturers of tobacco, cigarettes, 
boots, and hats; and all kinds of Chinese retail dealers shall be regarded as merchants. 

8. That Chinese merchants having property or bills collectible in America (no matter how 
much) shalt havesthe liberty to travel at anytime to any place without being compelled to return to 

rien at a specified time. In case of the non-return of the immigrant, the authorized attorney 
1 have the power to collect the debts, if any, in America. 


9. That all registered Chinese and those Chinese who go to America in the future, shall be 
, justly and fairly by both the goverument and the people of America and shall be secured in 
their rights as legal residents. | | 
10. That in case it should become necessary to destroy buildings occupied by Chinese iu order 
exterminate plague, suitable buildings or accommodations should be provided by the government 
the occupants of such buildings.

Your Excellency :- 
The senders of this letter have been admiring 

the national character of your country. As christians we realize 
‘hat missionaries from the United states have contributed greatly to 
the spread of the Gospel and of civilization in our land. After 
careful consideration we have concluded that your nation bases its 
conduct upon the principle, "Love others as you love yourself", and 
joes not rely entirely upon military power. Your government has se- 
cured for us our neutrality in the present Russo-Japanese war, and 
nas shown great leniency in the matter of the Boxer indemnity, re- 
vealing in both cases unustal Kindness and generosity. Our country- 
men, as well as we Christians, desire to express our sincere and 
neartfelt thanks for these noble deeds. 

Unfortunately, however, during the past few months some disagrec-— 
nent has arisen between the government of Your Excellency and the 
D hinese ambassador to the United States. According to the rost reli- 
able information we are able to secure, the American government does 
not accede to the request of the Chinese ambassador that the treaty 
in regard to Chinese immigration should be more liberal instead of 
more severe, For ten years the Chinese have found it very difficult 
to enter the United States, no matter of what class the person ap- 
lying may be, nor under what circumstance he attempt to secure admit- 
tance. The announcement that this treaty would be renewed caused 
Treat unhappiness and strong resentment among the Chinese people. 

We had trusted that the new treaty would be more generous, and 
ve are greatly encouraged to believe in the justice of this hope when 
we read the following words from the pen of Hon. John W. Foster, 
‘ormerly Secretary of State of the United States of America. The 
words are taken from an address delivered before the National Geogra- 


phie Society of America, in November, 1904, and printed in the Nation- 


41 Geographic Magazine of December, 1904. Hon. Mr. Foster spoke thus:- 
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r am pleased to say that under the new administration of chinese

We believe that Your Excellency, being a friend of the chinese 
nation, will sympathize with the feeling expressed in the above state- 
rent by another of China's American friends, and will not think it 
strange that we have taken measures to secure a more generous treaty 
vith your nation. Our people are meeting together in all parts of 
the pie, endeavoring to recover their priveliges, fearing it may 
de too late after the exchange of ratifications. We do this because 
‘he elreumstances compel us to do so, and beg@use we feel that Your 
"xce@lleney's people, who live so far away, may not fully realize our 
extreme grief and bitter sorrow. Therefore we who now address you 
ave drawn up the following statement, and we earnestly implore Your

for still further attention to this matter.

. Students. — Your Excellency's country has been treating our 
students very kindly, when recognized as students properly furnished 
ith passports. Upon their arrival in America, however, the students 
ire examined by customs officials, and are subjected to great indig- 
nities at the hands of these officials. Although the purpose of the 
neriean government in treating after this manner students who endeav- 
or to enter the country is to prevent the entrance of laborers who 
pretend to be students, x yet the hardships and humiliations which 
this policy involves for the true students are too great, so great 
s to render the policy unjustifiable. Moreover, we are informed that 
nly students desiring to enter the higher institutions, and those 
esiring to take technical and professional courses, have been clas- 
ified as students, and that these must give evidence that sufficient 
funds are available to cover their expenses while in the United States 
nd the cost of their return to Chima. We beg that Your Excellency 

compare such treatment of Chinese students with the reception given 
to students of other nationalities who may wish to study in your 
„ ountry. 

We desire to offer as evidence of truth in the case of some, at 
least, among the stories of humiliation and injustice suffered by 
nerchants and students of China the following words from the address 
of Hon. John W. Foster previously cited in this letter. Remarking 
upon the fact that a number of chinese students are studying in the 
nited States, Hon. Mr. Foster continues thus:- 


"Many more would be in this country were it not for the harsh meas- 
ures Of the immigration officials at San Francisco applied to incom- 
ing Chinese students. Mr. William E. Curtis, the well-known newspaper

He adds: No chinese gentleman, 
rnatever his rank or wealth or purpose, can enter the port of San 
rraneiseo without suffering insult from the immigration officials

gecond:— The kind of treatment which Chinese undergo in America 
„ reason of this law. 

A.— Immigrants at the ports of entry.- chinese entering the 

ited States, no matter whether they are legally entitled to enter 

r not, no matter what sort of passports they may carry, are treated 
like prisoners, being obliged to remain in a certain building, some- 
tines for two or three days, and sometimes for twenty or thirty days, 
,efore they are examined. No one is allowed to visit them before 
‘neir examination. Their examination is nod public, and the statement 
of the Chinese are not recorded. The words of the customs officials 
lecide the case. The indignities and hardships which the chinese 
suffer at the ports of entry are many, and it is impossible to men- 
tion them all in detail. Such humiliations are borne, not only by 
laborers, but by merchants, students, and travellers, and they often 
write home complaining of their treatment. 

B, Chinese merchants residing in America.— Since the passage 
f the law requiring Chinese laborers to register, the officials have 
ised this law as their excuse for examining, not the laborers alone, 
out 4180 those who are not laborers. Thus the merchants are troubled 
quent ly by these officials and are not allowed to live in peace. 

¢. Chinese in transit agrosy the United States.-— Chinese who are 
n transit across the United States, bound for some other country, 
are often troubled by the customs officials, who ask them many ques- 
tions, and interfere with their affairs in ways that are not neces- 
sary. If the officials who question them find some little fault 
vith their answers, they are compelled to return to china. If they : 
are laborers, every one must be measured by the Bertillion system, 
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while we are not in pesition; Your Excellency, to furnish proof 
f all the statements made abave, we beg leave to refer to one typ- 
‘al instance of such treatment, which it may be possible for Your 
cellency to investigate. We refer to the two students Mr. Kung 
siang Heil and Mr. Pei Chi Ho, the story of whose bitter experiences 
- written in She Outlook of December 27, 1902, beginning on page 
4, These two young men are now students at Oberlin College, and we 
elieve that they would answer truly any questions put to them. 

The treatment of Chinese described above to Your Excellency is 
tirring our nation to discontent and bitter opposition, and we hope 
that in the new treaty these harsh discourtesies will be greatly 
nodified, that Chinese merchants, travellers, and students will be 
created with the respect belonging to such men when coming from the 
‘most favored nation". 

We learn that the draft of a new treaty prepared by the chinese 
mbassador was very moderate, and still it was not acceptable to the 
morioan government. The Chinese feel that the treat ent which their 
people have met at the hands of the American government and the pres- 
ent attitude of the government toward them may be the result of an 
unfair partiality of that government toward American labor unions. 
Therefore some of our leaders have proposed to our people in all 
Lhe ports that we should cease to use American goods, thinking that 
n this way, by injuring American merchants, we may indirectly injure 
Anerican laborers, and so cause them to withdraw their undue opposi- 
tion. to the Chinese, We know perfedtly well that this action will 
seriously disturb the friendly relation existing between the United 
States and China, but we are compelled to follow this line of action 


since there seems no other course open to us. The weak cannot conte gf 
un equal terms with the strong, and therefore we hope that we shall 
de justifiable in the eyes of Americans in opposing by this method 
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nited States and China has been 85 friendly. Now this trouble that 
has arisen breaks our hearts. We truly beliéve that Your Excellency's 


-ation is devoted to the teachings ef Jesus Christ and their fruits 


of love, liberty, and equality; and that you desire to spread these 


among men. But when the Americans treat our nation as we have describ 
ed, this not only makes our nation cease to love Your Excellency's 
nation, but it also causes our people to scorn Christianity. For 
‘his reason we cannot refrain from speaking. 

We realize that we have no authority to deal with a treaty betwem 
‘wo countries, for that is the function of the two governments. But, 
ust as our merchants both at home and abroad are telegraphing to our 
government, that the wishes of our people in this matter may be well 
inderstood, so we have endeavored to express truly to your Excellen- 
cy the feeling of the Chinese people toward your country. We do this 
hoping that in making the new treaty Your Excellency will give due 
weight to our interests, so that the undeserved hardships and humil- 
tations which have been suffered by the Chinese people may, by the 
new treaty, be abolished, and that we may recover such rights as 
belong to men. Then our country will trust your Excellency's country 
Porever, and the praise of a Christian nation will go through the 
whole world. 

It was after the composition of this letter that we received 
the sad news of the death of Secretary John Hay. We take the oppor- 
tunity of expressing. to Your Excellency and to the American nation 


our profound regard for the noble life of this great statesman, and 


our gratitude for the services he has rendered to our nation. 


With the confidence that Your Excellency will give faithful at- 


tention to this matter that so nearly concerns our nation, we have
